NEW ORLEANS. 
BAD BFFECTS OF A LOW TEMPERATURE. 
Special Diapatch to The Tribune. 

New Orueans, La., Sept. 13.—To-day’s death 
list exceeded that of yesterday by one, but 
many more new cases were reported. The 
doctors think the cold spell now on us, while it 
will hasten the end of the epidemic, will accel- 
erate sickness in those In whose systems the 
seeds of the disease are lurking. The 
temperature reached last night the 
lowest point of the season, 57 degrees. 
Twenty-eight deaths have occurred since noon 
to-day. The fever is reported broken out at 
Biloxi on Mississippi Sound, and three deaths 
yesterday. Residents claim the yellow fever 
never appeared there hefore. The Howard As- 
sociation ask that the sending of funds to them 
be discontinued, as they have enough to carry 
them through the epidemic. This should turn 
all funds into other channels, for there are many 
societies who have done work equaliy well on a 
small amount of contributions, notably the 
Young Men’s Christian Association, which has 
done heroic work on limited means. The Catb- 
olic and Hebrew ail segieties have done excel- 
lent work, all ignori Face or creed in their 
beneficence. The G 1 Army, too, bas un- 
earthed a mass of among men in vari- 
ous walks of life, ibit discharges from 
the army which ther have never 
shown before. organization re- 
ports fully ‘white men in 
this city with bondage discharges from the 
army or navy. mostof bom have kept the tact 
a secret until now, © to. business or social 
relations. The country has been partial to the 
Howards, giving them fo a single day more than 
the other organizations, doing equally efficient 
work here, received if the whole calamity. 

News is received that 88. Louis has raised her 
quarantine against freight from New Orleans. 
The Mississippi Valley Transportation Com- 
pany will resume opgrations immediately. 

NEW .@apEs, 225. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

New Organs, Sept. 18.—The weather is 
clear and cool. The mercury last night stood 
at 61 degrees. New cases, 228; deaths, 58. 

The Signal Service poports a minimum ther- 
mometer last night of 61 degrees. Private in- 
struments near the ground indicated 57 degrees. 

From noon to 6 p. m. twenty-eight deaths are 
reported. Among the 238 cases reported up to 
noon to day were nearly eighty dating from the 
25th of August to the 9th inst., besides twentv- 
five reported by one physician who gave no 
dates. 

Mr. Isaac Stautemyer, of the Times, who has 
been down with fever several days, is recovering. 
Maj. Heury Fowler, Superintendent of the 
Chamlette National Cemetery, a native of New 
York, aged 32, late Captain of Company A, F- 
teenth New Jersey Volunteers, died at Cham- 
lette to-day of yellow fever. Will be burted to- 
morrow by the Grand Army of the Republic.

If we take the total cases of yellow-fever as 
representing the extra burden which our people 
have tobear, on the score of sickness, our 
friends abroad may have some data from which 
to judge of the amount of distress in New 
Orleans at this time, and — the probable in- 
crease during tbe next forty dvs.

UNFEELING CONDUCT. 
HO GREAT AMOUNT OF HEROISM IN STEVENSON, 
ALA. 


Special Dispatch te The Tridune. 

Srevewson, Ala., Sept. 13.—A man named 
Williams, of Youngs County, Ohio, who recent- 
ly went to Memphis to join the Howards, ar- 
rived at 2 p. m. from that placue-stricken city, 
via the’ Memphis & Charieston Railway, en 
route for Chattanooga. He was taken violently 
sick with a consuming fever, was hastily placed 
on a Memphis & Charleston Railroad box-car, a 
fire builtin it, and the car switched a quarter of 
a mile out of town. No one would go near him 
after that but John S. Matthews, hotel clerk, 
the whole town becoming suddenly panic-stricken, 
aod refusing to lend any aid. Threats were 
made that if Williams was not taken to Hunts- 
ville or Chattanooga they would place the car 
on the maio track and thus force the railway to 
take the patient away from théir doors. The 
four doctors in the town refused absolutely to 
go to his relief. Passengers on a train running 
up from Chattanooga, learning of the poor fel- 
low’s.condition and enforced isolation, made up 
a subscription, offered to pay any physician a 
good price, and buy all the medicine necessary 
if he would but just take a  diag- 
nosis of the case and write a single pre- 
scription, but the proposition was unfeelingly 
rejected. The money was then given for the 
purchase of Blankets for Williams, that he 
might not be chilled to death by the cold. At- 
tempts were made to get negroes to attend 
Wiliams, but they all refused, Matthews being 
the only one in the whole town having the hero- 
iam to eare for him. Dr. Barr left Chattanoora 
to-night to attend him. and wül reach Stevenson 
by 10:30 p.m. Dr. Cowan bas volunteered to 
go from Tullahoma, and Dr. Steger from Nash- 
ville, and will reach Williams at 2 o’tlock to- 
tight.

One enthusiastic youth of 
22 to-day volunteered to act as special agent to 
visit every Post-Office in the infected districts, 
and ts at the end ot the epidemic if 
desired. services were not accepted.

After the reading of minutes and the usual 
preliminaries, the Secretary, Mr. Brown, read a 
statement showing that the total receipts up to 
Thursday night were $40,629, of which sum

$6,000 contributed and not forwarded, leaving 
in the hands of the Treasurer (after deducting 
minor expenses) $34,770.54. 

The Chair read a dispatch from Grenada, 
Miss., asking for bacon and hams.

Among the last named “vas Mr. W. P. Wright, 
long a citizen of Cairoy*who brought his family 
with him, and preferred the safety of the Tre- 
mont House to taking the chances where he 
was. In conversation with a reporter, Mr. 
wright said that he eonsidered the scare as 
something in the nature of a panic, and that 
very likely there was not sufficient reason for 
the alarm that was felt, stul there was 
no question that the people were very ap- 
prehensive of the worst, and many of them had 
left and were leaving the city. here had been 
no considerable number of departures until 
Thursday night, when a large number, perhaps 
175, came away. Of this number, as of the pre- 
vious departures, a great part were women and 
children. They bad not ali come as far north 
as this. but most of thein had stopped at vari- 
ous places in the centre of the State. The im- 
mediate cause of the exodus of so large a num- 
ber was the death of McNally, the editor of the 
Bulletin, which had caused the utmost excite- 
ment throughout the city. It was impossible 
to procure any person by any sort of offer to 
go near McNally, and he had been simply rolled 
in a sheet and buried outside of the city at 
night. The doctors were by no means united 
in pronouncing his disease veilow-fever, but the 
people were mainly of opinion that it was. Mr. 
Wright said that there had been no difficulty in 
passing througu Centralia, and there bad been 
no sort of delay there. In his opinion, that city 
did not need to take precautions so much as 
did Carbondale and other places further south. 

The totlowing telegram frum Cairo, III., was 
received by Dr. J. H. Rauch, President of the 
State Board of Health, yesterday: 

Twe cases of yellow fever here, both dead and 
buried. The houses are guarded, and the inmates 
will not be allowed outside of the premises, which 
have been thoroughly disinfected and fumigated. 
The quarantine is stronger than ever, and we have 
no fear ot the fever spreading. If another case 
appears we will promptly notify you. No permiis 
will de issued to leave town except to those who 
make Oath that they are in good health.

PREVENTION, 

A MATTER FOR NATIONAL LEGISLATION—HOW 
CAPT. COWDON’S PLANS WOULD DO AWAY 
WITH THE DANGER AT NEW ORLEANS. 

St. Luis Journal. 

The terrible ravages of the yellow fever, and 
the wide scope of territory it is embracing with 
such fatul power, bave directed the public mind 
very strongly to the necessity of making its 
prevention a matter of national legislation. It 
is an enemy 80 powerful aud so deadly against 
the human life, and so destructive to commerce 
and industry, it is considerea, and rightly so, 
that only the power of the Government can suc- 
cessfully cope with it. Something has been 
done in this direction, and what has been done 
is well enough as far as it has gone; but the 
existence of the epidemic in the South to-day is 
proof that the measures adopted eo far are 
tutile, and something yet remains to be done. 
A bill was passed at the last Congress, intro- 
duced, if we remember aright, dyſa member from 
Georgia, where the ravages of the Savannah 


visitation are yet fresh in the memories of many 
sufferers. The bili contemplates Government 
action, but provides that preventive measures, 
such as quarantine, shall only be established by 
the Government in the States exposed to at- 
tack, aud where there bas been no State action. 
Wherever the States have acted, the action of 
the Government is only auxiliary and co opera- 
tive. Surgeon-General Woodward, through 
whom the progress of the fever at different 
points is communicated to the public, is, as we 
understand, the headof the department cre- 
ated by the bill. 

The general theory of thiespcasure, and also 
of all the State laws and g@ ipal ordivances 
on the subject, are based idea that yel- 
low-fever is not indigenous $0'this country, and 
is propagated from germs introduced in per- 
sons or goods coming from infected localities. 
There is not entire unanimity in the 
medical profession on this subject, some 
learned physicians holding to the con- 
trary. The establishment of quarantines, now- 
ever, would indicate that the preponderating 
opinion was on the side of the theory of intro- 
duction. But upon one matter there is one 
difference of opinion, and that is, that, when 
the fever appears, whether by introduction or 
local origin, its spread and its deadly character- 
istics depend upon local causes, whith are de- 
fective drainage or conditions of exeessive filth. 
Iu the latter part of the last century and the 
beginning of this,.New York and Philadelphia 
was as subject to yeli@w-fever as New Orleans, 
Vicksburg, and Memphis are to-day. Their ex- 
emption now is gue to sanitary regulations, 
chiefly through systems of subterranean drain- 
age, though quarantipe may have helped. New 
Orleas has no such system, and, as it is the 
usual starting-point and breeding-place of the 
fever, we can estimate the value of this idea, 
and an explanation of the topography of the 
city will explain the’ situation there, and the 
cause of the spread of the disease. 

From the bank of the river at New Orieans 
there is a gradual slope, and the difference in 
altitude between the frout and rear of the city 
(about a mile and a halt) is about fifteen feet. 
At high water the river can be turned into the 
gutters from the river, and is carried back to a 
canal, which is the draini reservoir of the 
city. On the west bank of the canal is a levee, 
which serves to protect the city from the waters 
of Lake Ponchartrain, which in former years 
overtiowed the city when driven in by strong 
winds. This canal has no outlet, but the waters 
drained intoit are thrown over the land by 
draiving-machines into the low swamp, which 
in summer is dry. The filth of the city, whieh 
is carried into the canal, is merely thrown in 
fluid shape over the levee, and there remains to 
poison the air, and the canal itself is only a vast 
reservoir of filth. The filth of the city is, there- 
fore, only displaced, not carried away. The slope 
being so Fradual, the gutters are only 
yaluable at high water and during heavy rains; 
and accordingly, as was frequently mentioned in 
the early progress of the fever this summer, 
they held their fonl contents and become the 
ceas of deadly malaria. This statement of 
facts shows tat, in the present condition in New 
Orleans, nothing can be done, and, as long as 
it remains so, the fever must prevail. 

As New Orleans, then, is the tureshold of at- 
tack. it is there the battle must be fougut; and 
whatever the Goxverument eau and wil! do, must 
be done there. We think the difficulty can be 
remedied, and are of the opinion that the true 
tneory of solution was suggested fn an interview 
published a few days since in the /ourna’. 
Fortuaately, too, for the uational relief 
from yellow fever, the theory involves 
many other valualle considerations. 
Our readers will remember thut 
Capt. Cowdon, in explaining to the Journal 
reporter the points of his bill introduced in 
Congrass to reelaim the alluvial lands from 
overflow, mentioned that the effect of the di- 
version of the river by the Lake Borgne 
and Bonnet Carre outlets would be to reduce 
the water-level at high water to that at low 
Water, where it would permanently remain. 
Referring to his memorial, we find the rise and 
fail at New Orleans to be seventeen feet. If, then, 
as he supposes, the water will de permanently 
seventeen feet below the bank, it appears that 
a system of subterranean drainage would, as he 
said, be practicable. ‘ The fall back to the drain- 
ing canal being fifteén feet, sewers ten feet un- 
der ground would have a fall of five teet to the 
canal, or would have a ten-foot fall five feet 
under ground. This would only partially re- 
lieve the trouble, as the reservoir of filth in the 
canal, or the filth thrown over into the swamp, 
would still remain. 

Referring again to the topography of the city. 
we will see how this can be remedied. With 
the river permanentl¥ at the point stated, an 
opening could be made at Carrollton, the ex- 
treme upper limit of the city, to let the water 
into the canal, which could be extended to that 
point. This matter has been discussed in con- 
nection with the cityirainage, but the obstacle 
has always been the Preat hight of the water in 
the spriug-freshets, which made it daugerous, 
if not waolly impracticable. With the water 
seventeen feet below the bank, it could be 
turned in through secure walls of masonry. 
The canal could be extended ta the English 
turn below the cits, the fall from Carroll- 
ton to the English turn’ being about three 
feet. At the other end of the canal, the drain- 
ing-machings, which pow throw the filthy water 
into the catal, would throw it, flashed with the 

‘fresh river-water, into the river at the English 
turn. This would have beea done years ago but 
for the fact staved, that the high water in flood- 
seasons made jt dangtrous and impracticable.

DEVASTATION AT TORONTO. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Toronto, Sept: 13.—Rain has fallen in this 
vicinity without cessation since Tuesday, and 
last night it cuiminated m a perfect deluge. 
Dispatches from various points of the country 
describe it as the most severe wind 
and rain storm that has visited 
this part or the Province since 
1851. A number of bridges and culverts have 
been carried away on the Great Western Rail- 
way between Toronto and Hamilton, and on the 
Grand Trunk between Toronto and George- 
town the washouts and damage are 
equaliy as great. The Nipissing Road 
has also suffered severely, bridges and 
embankments being carried away at a 
number of places. No trains on any of these 
roads have left the city since last night, and the 
prospects are they will not be able to run before 
Monday. The Grand Trunk is open east, but 
trains are greatly delayed. 
THE BRIDGES 
on the highways leading to the city have been 
washed away in every direction. The scene on 
the River Don in this city baffles description. 
The bridges crossing the river at the cemetery 
and jail have been swept away, as also that 
crossing King street, and every building and 
factory along the banks of the river or 
within the range of the water, has been swept 
by the river. Four persons are reported 
arowned—three men anda little girl. One ol 
the men was named Renory Smith. The names 
of the others have not been learned. The 
debris of the wrecked bridges is piled up 
against 
THE GRAND TRUNK [RON BRIDGE 
at the mouth of the Don. The latter still re- 
mains firm, but fears for its safety are enter- 
tained, and the éastern-bound train did not ven- 
ture to cross “ff ‘this evening. It is impossible 
to place an “estimate on ‘the damages in 
the city and ‘vicinity, but they will be very 
heavy. Along the docks great bavoc has been 
made among the smaller craft, while it was 
hardly possible to keep the larger vessels at the 
wharves Without serious injury. Tue 
crib work al along = the Espla- 
pade has suffered serious injury. Hundreds 
of cellars in the eastern and western districts 
of the city are flooded, andin many cases the 
occupants left without their goods. 
THE WATER IN THE BAY 
hag risen two feet. The Yorkville Water- 
Works basin is overflowing, and causes 
much uneasiness, Telegraphic commuvica- 
tion is seriously interrupted, the poles 
in some instances having been washed for 
miles. To-night the rain has ceased, but the 
wind still continues very high. It is thought 
the storm has reached ite climax, and that the 
waters will now abate. 
AT PORT DALHOUSIE, 
on the Welland Canal, reports state, the 
water is running over the top of the lock, and 
is level with the embankment above the lock. 
Great fears are entertained that it will break 
through both embankments and dam. No ves- 
selg have been locked through since yesterday. 
Tue harbor is full of vessels, and, should the 
water overflow the embankment, the damage to 
shipping will be incalculable. The tow-paths 
along thé canal are under water in many places, 
and wooden bridges and floating tow-paths dis- 
placed. Navigation will be interrupted until 
about the middle of next week. 
A TRAIN OF CARS 
ran off the track of the Midland Railway to-day 
near Orillia, caused by a wash-out. Engineer 
Richards was instantly killed and the express 
messenger seriously injured. | 
UNPRECEDENTED.

Toronto, Sept. 13.—Rain has fallen almost 
incessantly the past four days. Bridges are 
washed away.

TAXING MORTGAGES AND OTHER DEBTS. 

One of the newest and most surprising 
points in Ben Butier’s new-departure plat- 
form is the following, which we find in the 
Massschusetts Labor-Greenback-ButT zz plat- 
form : 

Resolved, That no person should be taxed for 
that which he owes. In other words, for the pur- 
poses of taxation, all persons shall have the right 
to deduct from the value of their estates the sum 
of the mortgages thereon, and said mortgages 


should be assessed to the persons to whom they are 
due. 


We commend this to the especial attention 
of the Greenbackers and Laboring statesmen 
of Illinois who have for years defended and 
championed the Illinois system of taxing 
mortgaged premises twice. If Burizn’s 
platform will have the effect of opening the 
eyes and enlightening the intelligence of our 
legislators to the iniquity of taxing debts as 
property, then there will be one good result 
from Burn 's leadership. 

This resolution proposes a revolution in 
the whole theory of that system of taxation 
devised for the special punishment of capi- 
tal, and which theory is embodied in the 
revenue laws of Illinois. In Illinois the law 
treats all debts as property. Thus if A 
owns a horse, he is taxed on the 
assessed value of the horse. If he sells 
the horse to B, taking B’s note for the 
price, then B is taxed on the horse and A is 
taxed on the note, on the theory that the 
property has been doubled by the transac- 
tion. A buys a farm and gives a mortgage 
for the purchase money, and the law-makers 
of Tlinois tax the farm and the mortgage, 
denying that it is double taxation, because 
the value of the property has, they assume, 
been doubled by the transaction. To pay a 
mortgage in Illinois is to annihilate prop- 
erty.” Every man in Illinois who gives a 
mortgage pays taxes on the property mort- 
gaged, without any deduction for debts. 
The law provides for a like tax on the mort- 
gage, and, if the tax be collected, the only 
property imvolved in the transaction pays 
taxes. twice. This subject has been 
discussed in this State for many 
years, and the discussion is renewed 
at every meeting of the Legislature, but 
the Greenback, anti-capitalist people have 
obstinately refused to understand that the 
taxation of credits and of debts is not only 
opposed to sound policy, but positively un- 
just, because under it property is subjected 
to duplicate taxation. 

The rule laid down in the Massachusetts 
platform can hardly be adopted in this State, 
and we question whether it can be adopted 
in many other States. The law in this State 
in the matter of taxing real-estate deals ex- 
clusively with tha property; it has nothing 
to do with indiviauals or titles. Taxes are 
assessed on the land, wherever it is found, 
and the tex is a lien on the 
land, without reference to the owner- 
ship. Consequently, the land cannot 
be exempted from taxation, because the 
State has the first lien thereon for its taxes, 
and cannot abandon that to hunt after indi- 
viduals, residents or non-residents, who may 
or may not hold mortgages. It would be a 
wild experiment to surrender the property 
and seek the collection of taxes from indi- 
viduals, The tax must therefore, under our 
Constitution,—and we suppose the same 
rule prevails in all other States,—follow the 
land in all cases, Therefore, the mortgagor 
must pay the tax on his property whether he 
owes anything on 1t or not. Just here is 
exhibited the blindness of our legislators. 
They declare all deb:s property and subject 
to taxation. When a man in Illinois seeks a 
loan on real property, the lender points to 
his liability to be taxed on the mortgage,— 
taxed for State and local purposes at, 
say, an average of 24 per cent, 
This tax is, of course, included in the rent, 
hire, or interest of the money. The land- 
owner says he pays the taxes on the proper- 
ty, and the money-lender answers that he is 
liable under the law to pay the taxes on the 
amount of the mortgage. The rate of m- 
terest on the money, if 6, 7, or 8 per cent, 
is therefore, to protect the mortgagee from 
taxation, increased to 8}, 9}, or 10} per 
cent. There may probably be at this time 
real estate under mortgage in this State to 
the sum of $300,000, 000, all of which is pay- 
ing 24 per cent a year, in addition to the 
ordinary rates of interest, to protect the 
holders of the mortgages against taxation on 
the evidences of debt. In point of fact, 
the tax actually collected on mortgages in 
this State will not exceed one-half, mill on 
the dollar, nevertheless the people who have 
borrowed the money are paying 2} per 
cent, in the shape of extra interest, on 
$300,000,000, because of the cast-iron law to 
tax mortgages. This taxin the shape of 
extra interest, ranging from $5,000,000 to 
$8,000,000 a year, has been exacted from 
the borrowers of -this State for many years, 
and the victims thus mercilessly robbed 
have been and are now the most vociferous 

and violent in insisting on the very law by 

which they are plundered, “They have 

orged the chains whieh bound them, and 
denounce as public. enemies those who 
would repeal the law which furnishes the 
pretext for fering them. The great 
City of Philsddphia’ and the State of 
Pennsylvania are one vast workshop; every 
branch of manufacturing wdastry is to be

ter of our laws... The revenue law of 
Illinois proceeds the theory that 
the man who has $100 to lend 
is a malefactor, who is necessarily 
in league with the Evil One and dangerous 
to public morals, The law provides that if 
two, four, or six men shall combine their 
means, purchase land, erect buildings, pro- 
vide machinery, purchase raw material, and 
employ 500 workmen to produce goods to be 
sold, such combination is such a menace to 
public liberty, such a wicked design to en- 
slave the people and corrupt the morals of 
the State, as calls for the vigorous interposi- 
tion of the taxing power, to the end that 
these men shall be taxed out of business, 
their property confiscated, the industry 
broken up, and the workmen disbanded. 
And the Legislature of [Illinois, at 
each recurring session, affirms the 
policy and letter of this law, and the 
members actually congratulate themselves 
on the intelligence and sagacity with which 
they protect the State from the introduction 
of money to be loaned at low rates of inter- 
est, and from being employed by organiza- 
tions of individuals to establish and success- 
fully carry on manufactures in this State. 
Buruze’s resolution is a clear admission 
that the taxation of property, and of the 
debt due thereon, is double taxation. If the 
Greenbackers and other doctors of loose 
political economy in Illinois can be brought 
to recognize that much truth, there may be 
some hope that they will discover how 
cruelly they have been punishing debtors in 
this State, and may also understand the 
necessity and wisdom of thoroughly reform- 
ing the law. 
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TURKEY AND GREECE. 

The reply of the Turkish Government to 
the claims of Greece for a rectification of 
her frontier in accordance with the recom- 
mendations of the Berlin Congress is what 
might have been expected from the Porte. 
With ail its reputation for ignorance, there 
is not a Power in Europe that possesses the 
faculty of polished snubbing in the same 
degree as Turkey. The answer made by 
Sarvet Pasha in his circular upon these 
claims is not so much a categorical refusal 
to comply with them as it is a very em- 
phatic expression of inability to do it, 
coupled with the somewhat sarcastic intima- 
tion that Europe had better reconsider the 
matter and withdraw proposals that cannot 
be carried out. Sarvet Pasha says in fact: 
„His Majesty the Sultan and his Govern- 
ment are firmly convineed that the Great 
Powers, if further enlightened on the nature 
of arguments for, and consequences of, 
the demands put forward by the Hellenic 
Government, will modify their first opinion 
and hasten to bring home to the Cabinet of 
Athens counsels of rectitude and prudence 
calculated to turn it from an enterprise 
equally unjust and impolitic. In any case, 
Europe will never seek to follow Greece 
along this dangerous path, and thus run the 
risk of jeopardizing its work of peace.” 

When we consider the actual condition of 
Turkey as a defeated Power, the eliminations 
of her territory in all directions, the bank- 
rupt state of her Treasury, her absolute de- 
pendence upon the sufferance of Europe for 
an existence even, the impudence of this 
reply is simply colossal, We may conceive 
of England, or Austria, or Germany, making 
such a reply, but that Turkey should delib- 
erately notify Europe that any insistence 
upon the Hellenic claims would lead to the 
outbreak of war, for its reply is tanta- 
mount to that, seems almost inconceiva- 
ble. It may be that Turkey is 
trying a huge game of biaff, but it is more 
likely that Sarver Pasha is aware that Eurupe 
18 not ready to go to war for Greece, and he 
has the assurance already that Eng and has 
no more intention of carrying out, or even 
advising the carrying out, of the Berlin reo- 
ommendation than she had of keeping the 
promises she made to Greece in the outset, 
by which the latter was kept ont of the war. 
The English undoubtedly would prefer to see 
the Greek advanced rather than the Slav, 
but, as it does not fear the latter, it does not 
care for the former. The Pad Mall Gazette 
says: We should be well content to have 
heard that Turkey was willing to comply with 
the accommendation of Congress and con- 
cede the solicited extension of the Greek 
frontier. But it Bee is to be applied 
to the Poste to make the required conces- 
sion, if in plain English the Powers are once 
more to ‘bully the Turk into yielding to 
their wishes, it is quite as well that we should 
admit to ourselves the true character of the 
operation. The grant of territory, if ob- 
tained, will be something extorted from Tur- 
key by Europe, in execution of certain 
private arrangements among the other Euro- 
pean Powers, and without any claim either 
of international justice or of genuine public 
advantage.” This is a fair sample of the 
manner in which others of the English press 
are whipping the Devil round the stump and 
attempting to gloss over a great iniquity. 
The world, however, will hardly look at it in 
any other light than that of a cruel act of 
perfidy. Greece was dissuaded from going 
into the war and acting a part which, if it 
had not secured absolute freedom: for her, 
would have placed her upon the same basis 
as Servia, Montenegro, and the other smaller 
provinces, upon the promise that she should 
have the same consideration in the Congress 
as the other States. That promise was de- 
liberately violated by England, and this is 
followed up by the intention to ignore the 
recommendation of the Congress. Upon 
such promises as these Turkey can afford to 
reject the claims of Greece and suub all 
Europe besides.

When the question is submitted to the 
States of agreeing upon-any rate per. capita 
at which this fiat scrip shall be issued, it is 
probable that there will be considerable diver- 
sity of opinion as to the amount, if not as to 
the wisdom, of the fiat issue, That, 
however, is a question of detail for the 
future. We mention it to show the im- 
mensity of the scheme, once started. Pre- 
senting it in the form of an amendment 
to the Constitution will have the effect of 
bringing the subject directly before the 
country, where it can be discussed fully on 
its merits. At present the discussion wheth- 
er Congress shall attempt to do what it con- 
tessedly has no power under the present 


Constitution, and which it is prohibited from 


doing, is wild and irrational. 

The demand for the repeal of the Re- 
sumption act, in order to put an end to 
the periodical carnivals of bankruptcy ” 
which occur in seasons of financial panic, is 
very suggestive. Itrests on the idea that 
coin as the basis of money is an “ idiotic 
system”; that “ national wealth” shall be 
the basis of our monetary system; that com- 
modities and articles of merchandise and the 
precious metals shall no longer be measures 
of value; and that thus we shall avoid the 
ealamities of 1815, 1837, and 1857.” 

Why did Burizr omit mentioning the 
“‘oalamity of 1873,—the latest and worst 
of all our financial collapses? Was it be- 
cause it happened under a purely paper 
currency, and largely inflated at that, and 
two or three years before the Resumption 
act was passed? Does Burn suppose that 
he can conceal these facts by simply sup- 
pressing them in his platform ? 

The Government of the United States, in 
all its history, never suspended specie pay- 
ments until the Rebellion. It always paid 
its debts and its expenditures in coin until 
1862, when the act making paper a legal- 
tender became a law. Then coin disappear- 
ed; and the national debt, because of the de- 
preciation of the paper, was swollen perhaps 
30 per cent, if not more, because of the use 
of forcéd paper instead of coin as the basis of 
our financial system, If the periodical carni- 
vals of bankruptcy ” called panics are due to 
the ‘‘ idiotic” use of coin as the basis of 
value, how is it that this country experienced 
the greatest ‘‘ carnival of bankruptcy” the 
world has ever witnessed in 1873, when we 
had neither gold nor silver; when paper based 
on the “wealth and resources of the 
nation,” and all contracts and wages 
were payable iu that money? Idiotie gold 
and silver” had nothing to do with produc- 
ing that ‘‘ carnival,” which has swept into 
oblivion an amount of private property 
greater than the whole national debt, and 
the carnival still continues. Present and 
conspicuous at that “ carnival” was Burizr 
himself, the head and chief musician, ruling 
one branchof Congress despotically, and vot- 
ing himself and associates the extra-pay salary- 
grab out of the unlimited paper money of 
the day. That was years before the Resump- 
tion act, and before any attempt to resume; 
when inflation was in full blast, and credit 
seemed to have no limit. The “ idiotic” 
system of coin money cannot be held respon- 
sible for that carnival of bankruptcy,—the 
greatest and most disastrous ever inflicted on 
any people. The Bank of England, during 
the long Continental wars, suspended specie 
payments, and resumed such payments in 1821. 
Since that time, a period of fifty-seven years, 
specie payments have been continuously 
maintained without interruption by the bank, 
the currency being based on the idiot io 
basis of coin. 
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A NEW PROFESSOR OF FINANCE. 

The editor of the Chicago Times has an 
ambition to be a Professor of Finance. In 
this capacity he would expound the Con- 
stitution, make the laws, and usurp the 
function of the Supreme Court in order to 
construe the laws to suit himself. It is 
rather unfortunate that such an ambition 
should have suddenly seized upon a man 
who can distinguish no difference between 
a legal-tender Government note redeemable 
in coin and a fiat stamped on a scrap of 
paper promising to pay nothing, redeem- 
able nowhere and at no time in nothing, and 
having no relation whatever to coin. 
Having confused these two kinds of cur- 
rency, which are as different as Bank of 
England notes and Confederate scrip, 
Prof. Storer proceeds to denounce those 
who approve the redeemable note along 
with those who are howling for the irredeem- 
able at shinplaster. 

Col. Fort’s recent letter to one Srrawy, 
submitting a basis for discussion, and Tax 
Trisung’s comments thereon, have furnished 
the latest occasion for an exhibition of 
Prof. Stornry’s mental strabismus on the 
currency question. 

Col. Forr in that letter declared himself 
in favor of legal-tender Treasury notes as 
the exclusive paper money issued or suffered 
to circulate among the people, and to be 
kept at par with coin.” This, says the 
strabismus Professor of Finance, is nothing 
more nor less than fiat money! And the 
Professor wants to know what becomes of 
the Supreme Court decision which con- 
structively limited the issue of legal-tender 
notés to $400,000,000, It is almost a hope- 
less task to enlighten a Professor whose own 
fiat constitutes the law and the gospel. But 
perhaps others, if not Prof. Srorzy, may be 
able to reconcile Col. Fonr's position with 
what Tae Trreune has previously urged. 
In the first place, Col. Fonr probably used 
the word money advisedly. That currency 
alone can properly be spoken of as money 


which is a lawful tender in discharge of 


debts, and it is not heterodox to de- 
clare that the only paper that shall 
have this character shall be legal-tender Gov- 
ernment notes. It does not follow, how- 
ever, that a retirement of the bank-notes 
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should produce a new issue of legal tender 
Government notes in excess of the $400,- 
000,000 limit, as Prof. Srorzy seems to think. 
Indeed, the fact that Col. Forr supported 
the Ewa bill for the substitution of 
Treasury notes (not legal-tender) would in- 
dicate that he had no such project in his 
mind, That bill provided for the issue of 
Treasury notes, which should be receivable 
in payment of all taxes, excises, debts, and 
demands of every kind due to the United 
States, but did not provide that they should 
be a legal-tender for the discharge of pri- 
vate debts to citizens; on the contrary, it 
expressly stipulated that said Treasury 
notes shall be exchangeable at par for United 
States legal-tender notes at the option of the 
holder.” Such Treasury notes might be is- 
sued in lieu of bank notes, and the legal-ten- 
der Treasury notes (the greenbacks) would 
still be the exclusive paper money ” of the 
country, and still withia the war limit of 
$400,000, 000. 

There is another point in the case. The 
decision of the Supreme Court affirming the 
validity of the Legal-Tender acts, and limiting 
the iasue to the $400,000,000 beyond which 
Congress pledged the public creditors and 
the country they should not be issued, had 
under consideration an irredeemable Treasury 
note. At the time the greenbacks were 
passed upon by the Supreme Court, green- 
backs could not be taken to the Treasury and 
exchanged for coin on demand, and no time 
was fixed when they would be redeemed. 
The paper currency favored by Col. Forr is, 
in his own language, to be kept at par with 
coin.” This can only be done by making it 
exchangeable for coin on demand of the 
holder. Whether or not the Government 
has the right to utter new issues of 
Treasury notes, redeemable in coin on 
demand, and make them legal-tender, 
is a very different question from 
the proposition that the Government 
may issue an unlimited amount of irredeem- 
able fiat shinplasters and make them legal- 
tender. The Supreme Court would unques- 
tionably recognize a material difference be- 
tween the two, though Prof. Storey may 
not be able to distinguish it. That is a new 
question which, as Taz Tam is neither 
the Supreme Court nor Prof. Storey, it will 
not undertake to decide. At all events, the 
Professor will find it difficult to persuade 
reasonable men in this country to demand a 
better paper currency than the Bank of En- 
gland notes. They are both legal-tender and 
redeemable on demand in coin. The Treas- 
ury notes proposed by Col. Four are of the 
same nature, and, so long as they shall retain 
the character he has given them, the people 
of this country will hardly ask for a better 
currency, 

But isn’t it about time for the new Pro- 
fessor of Finance to formulate his scheme? 
So far, he bas done nothing but object, with 
considerable impartiality, to all kinds of 
paper currency ever used or thought of by 
any nation. It would be interesting to know 
what Prof. Sronxr proposes. He places 
redeemable-in-coin-on-demand notes on a par 
with irredeemable fiat scrip, and condemns 
both alike. The inference, then, is that he 
would start out by ord@ring the immediate 
retirement and cancellation of all green- 
backs. If he would not tolerate Govern- 
ment notes that could be exchanged for coin 
on demand, then he certainly wouldn't coun- 
tenance National-Bank notes, which are only 
redeemable in greenbacks. Thus he would 
begin by contracting the currency to the 
entire amount of greenbacks and bank notes 
outstanding, or about $670,000,000. Then 
he would have no paper currency 1n circula- 
tion. But this same Professor of Finance, 
it will be remembered, is also opposed to the 
use of silver as money; hence he would reduce 
the circulating medium of this great commer- 
cial people to gold alone. If this is not his 
scheme, what kind of paper money would he 
have? Would he maintain the present sys- 
tem of National-Bank notes, and place in 
the hands of these banks the exclusive right 
to furnish the paper currency of the country 
and regulate it according to their own inter- 
ests? Or would he resuscitate the system 
of State and private bank issnes, and revive 
the wild-cat, shinplaster system that was 
such a curse to the country when it was 
formerly in vogue? Will the Professor rise 
and explain? It is certainly time for him to 
justify his claim to the rank of Professor of 
Finance by enlightening the public; and, 
until he does, he should suspend his imbecile 
criticisms about the existing or the proposed 
systems, 
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The preference of the American people for 
convertible paper over coin is well expressed by 
the New York Hera/d: 


For the interna) business of the age our peo- 
ple prefer paper to coin, as. indeed, all modern 


— 


communities do, so far as their currency laws per- 


mit. In England. where no bank notes are per- 
mitted below the denomination of five pounds, 
there is a large employment of specie in — 
transactions; but it 1s only by prohibiting small 
notes that coin can be Kept in circulation. Since 
our one, two and five dollar greenvacks and bank 
notes are not to be prohibited, they are certain to 
keep coin out of circuiation when the * — cur - 
rency is at par. It is true, indeed, that if the paper 
currency sneuld be at ever so small a discount it 
would be presented for redemption, but just as 
soon as a diminution of ite amount should bring it 
to par with coin not another dollar of paper would 
be offered for redemption, and the people 
would exercise their habitual preference for paper 
money, which is lighter and more convenient. We 
believe that no banker or merchant is of the opin- 
ion that the Treasury willi need to redeem $50, - 
000, 000 of greenbacks, or even half of that sum, 
to secure their full equivaience with coin. Now, 
as the only demand for coin will be merely what 
will suffice to bring the paper currency ta par, an 
amount so small as to bea mere bagatelle,—there 
is no apparent possibility of the resumption ex- 
periment proving a failure. 


This superiority of paper, convertible into 
coin, to the coin iteelf, for all practicai pur- 
poses, is the reason whv silver dollars have not 
zone more rapidly into circulation. Like the 
bank-depositor who wanted his money if he 
couldn’t have it, and didn’t want it if he could 
have it, the average American dov’t want to 
carry coin if he can have paper as good as coin.

(1) Some writers estimate that one-half of the 
gold in the world is in the form of coined moncy, 
and the other half in bars, in ornzments, and 
in the arts; and that two-thirds of the silver is 
in use as money. (2) Silver and gold could not 
be demonetized in the sense of preventing their 
use as a medium of exchange. All the Govern- 
ments in the world might, under tne influence 
of trenzy, render them non-legal-tenders iu pay- 
ments of debts or taxes, and stil] they would 
circulate as money in the purchase of goods and 
chattels, in hiring labor. and paying debts by 
special contract. (3) The experience of all na- 
tions for thousands of years has proven that no 
other substances are so acceptable, suitable, or 


„eonventent for monetary ‘purposes as gold 


and silver, () id the nature of things, 
they ean never be discarded as international! 
money; hence it is hardly worth while to spend 
time or thought in idle speculations as to What 
their value would be after being demonetized 
throughout the world. It is a contingency that 
will never occur. Demonetizing the precious 
metals in this country alone would bave an im- 
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perceptible effect on their purchasing power. | 


Coin bultion would continue to measure the ex- 
changeable value of crops, goods, labor, and 
land, and to fix the purchasing power of paper 
money. Whatever the paper flat dollar would be 
worth in the precious metals, at that rate it 
would purchase other things, and if the fiat 
paper dollar became worth nothing in demone- 
tized coin, it would buy nothing else. Gold and 
silver as standards of exchange can never be 
dispensed with. A paper dollar disassociated 


from gold and silver is a meaningless idea, un- 


less some other standard of intrinsic value its 
substituted. If a bushel of whest or a bag of 
corn was substituted for the silver or gold dollar, 
then the new dollar would have the exchange- 
able value or purchasing power of either of 
those quantities of grain. But a piece of paper, 
convertible into no valuable thing, and redeeme- 
ble in nothing, can have no value attached to 
it, and hence would exchange for nothing. The 
whole paper-flat scheme is ridiculous nonsense , 
hence its advocates are properly described as 
„flat fools.”’

It is the option given tothe importer to pay 
duties in silver or gold that puts the former 
on a monetary level with the latter. If the im- 
porters can’t get silver they must pay in gold, 
hence they are willing to give about as much 
for silver. as gold, as it answers their special 
purpose equally well. The “fiat” consists 
simply of the option of payment. While the 
Government receives silver for tariff duties, and 
there is littie of it in circulation, this special 
use mast‘necessarily put it on a bar with gold. in 
addition to this, it is a full legal-tender for any 
thing, and its mere buliion value 1s 90 per cent 
of legal-tender gold. Under such circumstances, 
t is difficult to see how the standard silver dol- 
lar could be at a discount. 
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The Chicago Times recently published what 
purported to be an interview with Senator 
BLA, but was really nothing of the kind. 
Mr. Bains wrote a note to the editor, good- 
naturedly assuming that the latter would be 
glad to be informed that one of his employes 
had imposed on him, and would assist in the 
exposure and panishment of the over-zealous 
but not over-scrupulous reporter. Of course, this 
view of the matter is regarded as very funny by 
the newspaper people throughout the country 
who are familiar with the Time’ methods of 
manufacturing out of whole cloth whatit is 
pleased to call news.“ The Atlanta (Ga.)

TICKET AND PASSENGER AGENTS. 

The Semi-Annual Convention of the General 
Ticket and Passenger Agents’ Association of 
the United States and Canada commenced its 
session at the Grand Pacific Hotel, in this city, 
yesterday.. The Appellate Court-room, where 
the meeting was held, was crowded to its ut- 
most capacity, the attendance being un- 
usually large, more than two-thirds of 
all the roads of the country being represented. 
Railroad men always prefer to come to Chicago 
to hold their conventions and meetings because 
this vlace not only offers better hotel accommo- 
dations and balis to meet in than any other city 
in the country, but they also find superior op- 
portunities here to combine pleasure with busi- 
ness, and have a nicer time than they could have 
in any other place. This fact was undoubtedly 
the cause of the immense attendance, as no 
matters of particularly great importance are to 
come betore the Convention.

The Con- 
vention thereuvon adjoufned and marched in 
a body to tne ladies’ parlor of the botel, where 
the President was in waiting. After a formal 
introduction, the President made a short 
speech. He expressed bimself highly gratified 
to meet the members of this Association. In a 
few well-chosen remarks he paid them a giow- 
ing tribute, and particularly referred to their 
great acbievement in carrying such immense 
numbers of passengers to and from the Phila- 
delphia Exposition without an accident. (The 
General Managers will be rather surprised to 
hear this, for heretofore they have taken all the 
credit for this great feat to themselves.) After 
the President’s remarks cach member of the 
Association took him by the band and gave him 
a hearty shake. He stood the trying ordeal toler- 
ably well, as the railroad-men are no mean 
shakers. They then marched back again to 
the Appellate Court room and resumed their 


bors. 

Mr. A. B. Leet was elected a member of the 
Executive Committee to fill a vacancy. An ad- 
journment was then had until 3 o’clock b. m. 

Upon reassembling the first business done 
was to select an orator for the next Conven- 
tion.

charge, The eek ms te conducted was 
wrong and unjust. It was unprofitable to all 
lines, but particularly to the middle lines that 
in themselves did not or much travel, 
but formed a part of a through line and were 
checked over from each end, and against all 
protest could not e lines from 
which tbeir principal through business caine 
to report any proportion of the moneys 
collected cess baggage. The time was not 
far distant the passenger would purchase 
his ticket, and if he had baggage he would pur- 
chase a ticket for that also, by the same routc 
as his passage ticket read. This system ouce in- 
augurated,thev would be rid of one of the fruitful 
causes of cutting rates, for it was as easy to cut 
them by earrying free of charge an extra amount 
of baggage as it was to reduce the price of a 
ticket. Then the bagwage would be transvorted 
over the several lines by which the passenger 
went, each one receiving {ts due proportion for 
services rendered. With hearty good will and 
co-operation this system could be inaugurated 
in sixty days.

Rates Reduced.“ Another War 
in Rates,” “Rates Still Lower,“ in startling 
headiines. They were truly startling to those 
who, by frugality and prudence, had made a 
competency aud placed it in railroad securities;

direction on his first knowledge of the cut hav- 
ing been made. There was a cause for these 
cut rates. Certain lines had an advantage over 
certain other lines.

VACILLATION. 

SUDDEN CHANGE OF FRONT BY SECRETARY 
SHERMAN ON THE SILVER QUESTION, 
Apecial Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasninoton, D. C., Sept. 13.—Secretary 
Sherman late this afternoon issued an order 
postponing execution of recent orders for ex- 
change of silver dollars for the United States 
notes. The effect of this order is entirely to 
suspend the order of Sept 7, vroviding for 
the exchange of United States notes for silver 
dollars, and to modify the order of Sept. 
.8, under which silver dollars were issued to any 
persons through the Sub-Treasuries in sums of 
$10,000 and its multiple in exchange for legal 
tenders. It happened that Treasurer Gilfillen 
had not sent tothe Sub-Treasuries the neces- 
sary instructions under the order of last Satur- 
day, but in anticipation of the issuance of these 
instructions silver dollars were being rapidly is- 
sued, under order of Sept. 8. Shipments had 
been made to many points so remote from 
commercial centres as to make it seem probable 
that a large proportion would go into general 
circulaion. Under the order, as modified, 
shipments will in future only be made to the 
Sub-Treasuries. Great surprise is expressed at 
this modification of the Seeretary’s order, as all 
laws relating to the subject certainly existed 
and were quite as clear before that order was 
issued as they now are. This seems more 
strange in view of the fact that last 
Saturday Secretary Sherman stated that his 
action had not been taken except after the most 
mature deliberation, and that he had selécted 
the 16th inst. as the time to put the order in 
operation, so that the people might be prepared 
for it. The reason now assigned is that the ex- 
change of these dollars for legal-tenders iu an- 
ticipation of Jan. 1 may not be jus 
titied by law. Secretary Sherman bas long 
maintained that the Resumption act could not 
be interpreted to authorize him to redeem in 
coin before Jan. 1. Is it to be presumed that 
he supposed that the order of Saturday last to 
exchange silver dollars for legal-tenders was 
not an order for Resumptien, but a 
means to force silver dollars into circula- 
tion? Silver dollars will now be paid out 
for coin obligations and for common currency 
demands of the Treasury. It would not have 
been possible for the Secretary to have retained 
greenbacks in the Treasury which he might re- 
ceive in exchange for silver dollars, asa law of 
last Congress forbids the retirement or cancel- 
lation of legal-tenders, and directed that they 
be paid out again when received into the Treas- 
ury. 


THE PACIFIC ROADS. 
THEY WILL CONTEST THE CONSTITUTIONALITY 
OF THE SINKING-FUND ACT. 

BSpectal Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasurneton, D. C., Sept. 16.—Jay Gould has 
had an ioterview with Theophilus French, Chief 
of the Bureau of Railroad Accounts, and with 
Secretary Schurz, relative to the answer of the 
Union Pacific Road, and the demand of the 
Railroad Bureau under the Sinking-Fund law 
for a report of the financial transactions of that 
Company. Up to this time the Union Pacific 
and Central Pacide have declined to answer 
them. Asa result of Jay Gould’s visit here, 
however, it is probable that an answer will be 
made under protest, and that these companies 
will take different steps than a suit involving a 
possible declaration o forteiture of its franchise 
to test the constitutionality of the Sinking- 
Fund law. The decision of these companies, 
whether or not they will 

FURNISH THE INFORMATION REQUIRED 

by the law will be made by Monday next. The 
railroad authorities confidently expect that a 
report will be made, but the Uvion and Central 
Pacific are determined to contest the constitu- 
tionality of the Sinking Fund law at every step. 
To do it, however, by refusing to furnish their 
report would be an extremelv hazardous ven- 
ture, for, in the event of failure in a suit, the 
Goverument would win on its motion to declare 
the charter forfeited. The constitutionality of 
the law can be tested in a suit which would in- 
volve much less serious consequences. A suit 
will probably, therefore, be brought against the 
Treasury for withholding transportation money. 
This suit can as readily as any other test the 
constitutionality of the measure.

WITH UNEXPECTED PROMPTNESS. 

The Northern, Southern, and Kansas Pacific 
Roads have all complied. A copy of the pooling 
contract of the Kansas Pacific with other roads 
was received to-day. A small land-grant road 
forty miles only in length, in Wisconsin, the 
name even of which is not entered in Poor’s 
Manual, has sent its report. 

The decision of Secretary Schurz, relative to 
the right to pre-emption on lands 4f land-grant 
railroads continues to attract great attention 
throughout the country. Neariy one,haif of the 
mail of the Interior Department consists of in- 
quiries with regard to this decision. 


THE PUBLIC DEBT. 
FIGURES WILL TELL. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Sept. 13.— The Treasury 
Department has compiled au analysis of the 
public debt from July 1, 1860, to July 1, 1878. 
There could pot be a more valuable campaign 
document. The table shows the entire debt, ac- 
cording to the different classes, with the annual 
interest charge, debt on which interest has 
ceased, cash in the Treasury at the beginning of 
each fiscai year, with the population of the 
United States, and the debt and interest per 
capita. The highest point of indebtedness was 
Aug. 31, 1865, at which time the interest-bear- 
ing debt was  $2,551,530,204. with an 
annual interest charge of 8150,977,697. 
There was then in the Treasury $88,000,000, and 
the debt per capita was $78.25, aud the interest 
per capita $4.29. 

The daministration of the finances by the 
Republican party has resulted in a reduction of 
this enormous War debt from $2,381,530,204 to 
$1,794,735,656, which reduces the debt per cap- 
ita from $75.25 to $41.67, and the interest per 
capita from $4.29 to $1.97, being a reduction of 
more than half of the interest accout per cavita. 
The reduction of the debt aud interest account 
of 1865 has been rapid and continuous, the re- 
duction averaging from $3 to $4 per head each 
year.

FINANCIAL. 


A considerable decrease of the movement of cur- 
rency has been noticeable this week. The cause of 
thie may be the same as thal of the decreased earn- 
inge of some of the Western railroads—-the great 
number of county and State fairs now in session. 
These meetings take away from their farm work a 
great many farmers as exhibitors and spectators, 
and a temporary lull in the forwarding of stuff to 
market is to be expected. The country banks con- 
nue to apoiy for rediscounts, evidently with the 
expectation that there is still to be a large drain of 
funds. 

The loan market is not freely supplied with pa- 
per. That offered is of a good quality. ou the av- 
erage. and much confidence is felt by bankers in 
the prospects of a good discount business. Kates 
are 6@10 per cent, with special rates in special 
cases. 

New York exchange was sold between banks at 
e discount to par per $1, C00. 

Cieirings were $3, 000. 000. 

THE BANK OF ENGLAND. 

Ernest Seyd has succeeded Walter Bagehot as 
the expositor of the evils of the policy the Rank of 
England has pursued for more tnan a generation. 
The bank has steadily drified away from the place 
it was created to fill, and bas become little more 
than the keeper of Goverument accounts, and of 
the reserve of other banks. lu management has 
been suchas to derange instead of steadying tne 
money market. The special point raised 
by Mr. Seyd, and ‘which de fully dis- 
cussed in a paper read some time ago 
before the Statistical Society, was that the bank 
entirely missed the mark in its treatment of 
the right conferred upon it by the Peel act of 
1844 to issue a legal-tender currency. That act 
was intended, like tue Free Banking act of the Unit 
ed States, to give a currency with avolame tbat 
should fluctuate in nice response to tbe 
needs of the country. But thé Directors of the 
bank have come to regard an issue of about $75, - 
000, 000 beside the notes issuedagainst bullion as the 
minimum, and areconstantly worrying the business 
public with changes of the rate of diecount to 
maintain gold reserve enough for this superfluous 
currency. The Bank of France, the best bank in 
the world, has the paper money privilege like the 
Bank of England, but its managers have treated 
it quite differently. They keep out no more cur- 
remcy thau the pudlſe call for, and the French basi- 
ness public is quite free from the disturbing changes 
in the bank rate that are so troublesome in Kugland. 
The Bank of Kugland makes more changes im its 
rates of discount than any other bank in the worid. 
There have been more than a hundred changes in 
the Bank of England rate in the last nine years, 
while in that of the Bank of France there have 
been only twenty-four. What ie equally in point 
is the fact given by Seyd, that the Bank of 
France has never shown any uneasiness about its 
reserve, while the Bank of England. and with it ai) 
the banks and bankers dependent on it, have never 
been at ease three months at a ume. The Bank of 
France rawed its bullion fund from $135, 000, 000 
in 1871 te $450,000,000 after the war was over 
withoat carrying its discount-rate up above 7 per 
cent. The records of the Bank of England show 
that the public has never wanted more than $145. - 
900,000 of motes, wulle the bank has frequently 
treated $250, 000,000. Tne results are described 
by Seyd: 

The practical effect is to cause the bank to de- 
press its rates when the accumulation of anusapnle 
notes becomes large, and these depressions invari- 
ably produce withdrawals of bullion and sudden 
rebounds of the rate in order to draw it back 
again. And the result of this constant see-saw is 
that the Bank of Eogiand never for long retains 
cuntrol of tae market, which is always either more 
or iess burdened with the mass of unusable money 
haoving Over it or frightened by an appearance of 
scarcity of bullion. Thus the bank of England 
rates range from 2to 10 percent, and shift a 
dozen times in a year when such banks as that of 
France or the new Imperial Bank of Germany, 
which is modeled on ihe lines of the Baak of 
Engiaud, except as regards its treatment of the 
note issue. fluctuate but twice or thrice, and often 
then dDeciuse of the tremulous movements con- 
unuully occuring here. 

The plan of relief proposed by Seyd is to reduce 
the notes issued against the Goverpment securities 
held by the bank. Instead of issuing the entire 

74,000,000, which there isa technical right to 
keep afloat, let these securities be held as a po- 
tential source of currency” tobe put ont when 
called for. In this way the question of the re- 
serve now so embarrassing would be made as ei m- 
ple in England asin France. This would leave the 
main part of the circulation that which is issued 
aguinst bullion. But when the de- 
mand for notes, as in a panic or financial strin- 
geucy, went beyond the deposit of bullion, notes 
to the amount needed could be created against the 
securities. Thus, if the bullion fell to $115, 000, - 
000, but there was a demand for $140,000, 000 of 
notes, the extra $25,000,000 could be issued 
against $25,000,000 of the $75,000,000 Govern- 
ment securities held bythe bank. Seyd's expla- 
nation of the causes of the growing difficulties of 
the bank is the simplest that has yet been offered, 
and will be discussed with interest by students of 
finance. 
MEXICAN TRADE. 

Senor Zamacona, in his speech to the business 
men of Chicago, estimated the imports of Mexico 
at $70,000,000 to 875, 000. 000 6 year. A mer- 
chantof long experience in Mexican trade writes 
as follows to the New York Bulletin 


Mexican imports can hardly be traced, except by 
— of all the tables of other countries 
rting thereto. The exports embrace about 
00, 000 silver @ year, and, at the very vutside, 
72900 000 of ov.ner products, the larger portion 
of tue latter coming to this country. The Mexican 
trade pays very heavy amounts for interest, etc., 
iu Manchester, London, Hambarg, Feris, and 
Cadiz, and many of the wealthier natives reside 
abroad > while of the foreign houses, almost with- 
Out exception, the seniors attend wo the buying in 
Kurope and live there with their families. ‘i'he 
Imports, from these facts, cau — hardly 

amount to $25. 000. 000. 

THE SILVER MARKET. 

The London Fconomist of Aug. 31 says of sil- 
ver, then seiling at 520% an ounce: 

As regards silver the demand is very slack. and 
the price 4d weaker. at 52 ½ d per ox, The ar- 
rivals of this metal are also small. for Germany 
‘will not seil. and the United States coimage absorbs 
the American surplus stock at the present time.

Some operators on change are complaining that 
the telegraphic messages sent them are not always 
kept from the eyes of messenger boys and others. 
In spite of complaints and requests, they cannot 
obtain the boon of having their correspondence 
always enveloped in secrecy. 

The leading produce markets were tame yester- 
day, and most of them were easier. Wheat, corn, 
and provisions turned downward early, and did 
not rally materially afterwards. There was not 
much business done in the last hour, as very many 
members were looking out for the President of the 
United States and his party from noon to the ar- 
rival of the Chief Executive, then in listening, and 
afterwards in commenting on what they had seen 
and heard. The weather was fine, but still cool, 
the receipts of grain large in volume, and advices 
from Europe not very encouraging to local holders. 

There was well-sustainea activity in the demand 
for staple and fancy dry goods, and a cheerful and 
healthy tone pervaded the market. Stocks of prints 
in first hands are reported exceptionally light. and, 
under a large demand, the tendency is to advance. 
Brown sheetings and shirtings and some lines of 
bleached are likely to rule higher. Groceries met 
with a satisfactorily active demand, and ail the eta- 
ple articles, and most side goods as well, were heid 
with positive firmness. Sugars continue to work 
upward, as the suppiy is lignt and the demand un- 
usually heavy. The butter market was fairly act- 
ive, and presented the same firm tone that has 
characterized it for some time past. Cheese was 
quiet, and was not held with very pronounced firm- 
ness, Liverpool and New York advices being unfa- 
vorable. Dried fruits met with a moderate in- 
quiry, and were steady. Fish were quoted in good 
demand, with prices generally steady. Mackerel 
were more plentiful, and are working easier. New 
family are now quoted at $3.50 per half - barrel. 
Oils were fairly active and steady. Leather is 
moving rather more freely, and shows more frm- 
ness. Coal and wood remain dull. 

At the lumber yards the average business was 
transacted, aud prices underwent no quotable 
change. The usual concessions were made for 
large cash orders. At the docks the offerings 
were small. Wool, hay, and broom-corn were 
unchanged. Hides were steady, with a good de- 
mand from dealers and tanners. Seeds were in 
moderate demand, clover being lower, and other 
seeds were unchanged. Green fruits were 
abundant and tolerably steady under a fair city 
demand. Potatoes were wee firmer, aud eggs 
and poultry steady. 

Lake freights were fairly active at the rednction 
of Thureday, the ruling rates being 3%{c on corn and 
4c on wheat by sail to Buffalo. Room was taken 
for 103,000 bu wheat, 602,000 be corn, 50,000 bu 
oats, and 25, 000 bu rye. 

Rail freichts were quiet and unchanged, on the 
basis of 30c per 100 Ibs on grain to New York, and 
35c on fourth-class to do, which includes meats. 

Through rates by lake and rail were quoted 
at 15e and 16c for corn and wheat to New York, 
and 16%c for corn to Boston. Sail and canal to 
New York were 13\c on wheat and 12c on 
corn.

COL. FORIS POSITION, 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

Cesc, Sept. 13.—I was pleased to note in 
this morning’s issue your comments on the let- 
ter of the Hon. G. L. Fort. Give us more of 
the same sort.

ceive wou, or he is deceived himself as to the 
position of the Republican party, and as to the 
aims of the Greeuback party.“ I said that the 

fepublican party vuly demavded a currency 
based upon coin, and redeemable fu coiu, with 
the issue so haiited tirat fi shall vot depreciate: 
— 80 far as the party it concerned. u is an 

question Whether or hot greeubacks sball 
be substituted fur the National Bank uotes now 
outstanding. 

The foregoing explains, it seéms to me, the 
strength of the Greenback movement, and if, as 
** in last evenme's telenlams, the party 

Maine uudertook pot only to stand by a 
mend currency, but also to stand by thie Nation- 
al Bank votes, its leaders there made u very seri- 
ous Mistake. because unnnportaut issues should 
always be avonied. The National Banks were 
created as a War mcasute Lo alluid a market for 
our bonds, and they well served their purpose. 
But whether or not they are a gud thiug in 
Ume of peace is @ matter about Phich Repub- 
licans may bouvestiy differ. lu Tact, ao party 
can affora to declare that our fnagcial legisia- 
tion bitherty has been perfect, much less can 
the Kepublicaw party, Wiieh has always 
peen the party of progress, support a 
cast ou system which shall not be 
Improved or modified. Let the party 
stand vy its “ honest-money” record, but let 
the people understand that this simply means a 
currency based upon cota and sedermable in 
coin, aud thea let us stop. The details of leg. 
isiation by which this pulicy shall be sustained 
are questions upon which no party can now 
wisely commit itself. iu tact, these details are 
the most importaut subiect upon Which Con- 
gress will be required to legislate, The mem- 
here we elect this fall will not come together 
until December, 1879, and the Whole aspeet of 
our finances will probably have undeigone be- 
fore that tine a radical change. ‘Phe masses of 
the people, We think, desire that the unt ional 
credit shall be maintained, aod that our cur- 
rency shall have a solid basis. Upon these 16.

THE COURTS. 


Alleged Misdeeds of a Real-Estate 
Agent. 


Selling Some of the Fidelity’s Property---Bankrupt- 
cy Cases---New Suits, Ete. 


On the 16th of May last, Mrs.Jane A. McKee, 
the mother of the Miss McKee who shot Con- 
table McElligott, began a suit in trespass 
against Benjamin F. Jacobs and Henry C. 
Jacobs, claiming $5,000 damages, and the dec- 
laration has just been filed which shows the 
cause of grievance. She states that in Febru- 
ary, 1876, she was the owner of a house and lot 
in Maywood, and that the defendants at the 
time were real-estate agents in Chicago. Being 
desirous of selltug, or exchanging for other 
clear lands, this property, she put it into the 
hands of the defendants for such pur- 
pose. They made arrangement to exchange 
it for some lots in Englewood, incumbered 
for $500, but told her, as she alleges, that they 
would get the owner of the Englewood land to 
give a mortgage on her Maywood property, 
when he took it, for $500, on such terms that 
she would be able to vay the mortgage on the 
Englewood lots as the installments fell due by 
the amounts received from the other mortgage, 
and that they would see that such mortgage 
was paid. They also represented that the pro- 


posed purchaser was solvent, when, as a matter 
of fact, be was old and feeble, and wholly with- 
out means. Relving on these representations, 
she made the exchange, receiving a deed of the 
Englewood property from one Frank J. Zurflet, 
and giving him back, as she supposed, a deed of 
her Maywood lot. She subsequently ascer- 


tained, however, that her deedgran to 
one John C. Whiting, a wholly insolvent 
person. The defendants also, as she claims, by 


false pretenses induced her to make ber own 
notes payable to herself for some amount not 
stated, and to secure them bya trust-deed on 
her Maywood property, revresenting that they 
were necessary to the exchange. Since that her 
Englewood lots have been sold under the $500 
trust-deed without her knowledge, the defend- 
ants failing to protect her as they agreed, so 
that she has lost both the pieces of property. 

In the second and last count of the declara- 
tion the plaintiff cbarxres that the defendants 
never effected any exchange of her property, 
but with intent to defraud her induced her to 
give atrust-deed for its whole value on her 
property, and then a warranty-deed to John 
C. Whiting, a fictitious person. Subsequently, 
by using Whiting’s name, they sola the proper- 
ty to one Cass for 8600, avd appropriated the 
same to their own use, to her damage, as she 
claims, of 85,000. 

AN AUCTION IN COURT. 

It is not often that au auction sale of real 
estate fs had in court with aJudge for auction- 
eer, but yesterday Judge Moore had a sale and 
knocked down the land. In the Fidelity Savings 
Bank case, a Mr. Seth Wadhams bid $15,262 for 
Blocks 2 and 18 in Bowen’s Addition to South 
Chicago, owned by the bank, and obtained an 
order ot sale to him. Before it was consum- 
mated, however, G. C. Benton offered $17,000 
for the same property, ope-quarter cash, and 
sent ina certified check for $4,250 as varnest 
money. Yesterday Mr. Wadhams’ attorney 
asked to have the sale confirmed to his client. 
stating that the other parties had only combined 
to euchre him out of the property. Mr. Ben- 
ton’s lawyer called attention to the fact that his 
client had bid $17,000. Mr. Wadhams, then 
seeing he could not get it tor 615, 0, raised 
his offer to $17,000, and one-third or one-half 


cash. 

Mr. Benton added 8100. 

Mr. Wadbams went still $100 better. 

Mr. Benton raised to $15,000, one-third casb. 

Mr. Wadhams made the same offer, but 
promised one-half cash. 

Mr. Benton said he wanted the land $19,000 

Mr. Wadhams felt the same way, but would 
give one-half cash. 

Here slong talk ensued, Mr. Benton’s attor- 
ney wanting some time to Consider whether he 
could make a better offer. Judge Moore, how- 
ever, who haa been looking oa very complacent- 
ly at this auction without an auctioneer, remem- 
bered bow neatly he had bech Laken in on a sale 
of some other Calumet lots, when about $3,800 
had been offered, but somebody had asked to be 
allowed to make a bid, and belbre the thing was

The Charge that National Banks 
Profit by the Destruction 
| of Their Notes. 
A Refutation from the Books of the 
Treasury---Full History of 
the Matter. 


The Government Gains by All 
the Lost Bank-Notes. 


From Our Own Correspondent, 

Wasurxcton, D. C., Sept. 11.—One of the 
common errors of the Greenback men is the as- 
sertiou that National banks derive a large profit 
from the loss and destruction of their notes. 
Indeed, A. J. Grover, a Chicago Fiatist, in a re- 
cent speech at Hinkley, III., is reported to bave 
said that the National banks make a profit of 
1 per cent per annum by the destruction of their 
bills! Secretary Evarts could find no better 
justification than this statement for his saying. 
„The Nationals’ show when they begin to talk, 
that they never think.” Most of the questions 
raised by the Nationals” are questions of fact, 
and the facts are generally against them. This 
is particularly so in this case. The banks donot 
get, never have gotten, and under existing laws 

NEVER CAN GET, 
the benefit of the wastage. The law requires 
every bank that goes into liquidation, whether 
by its on voluntary act or by failure, to redeem 
in legal-tenders all the circulation that bas been 
issued to it. If the notes have been destroved 
or lost, they nevertheless are considered by the 
officers of the Government whose duty it is to 
construe and execute the lew, as outstanding. 
Legul-tenders have to be deposited by the banks 
with the Comptroller of the Currency for the 
redemption of every dollar of their circulation, 
irrespective of the amount that may have been 
lost or destroyed. Nor is the percentage of loss 
as great as the Nationals” claim, some of 
whom insist that the wastage in twenty-five 
years would equal one-quarter of the circulation. 
‘Lhe loss, whatever it is, inures to the benefit of 
the Government, and not to that of the banks. 
The Government most certainly gains by the 
ioss of the National-bank notes. This is a fact 
at which the banks themselves make great com- 
plaints. The only way in which a National bank 
can wind up its affairs is by the deposit with the 
Treasurer of the United States, in the Treasury 
of the United States at Washington, of legul- 
tender notes equal in amount to its circulation 
as shown to be outstanding by the books of the 
Comptrolier of the Currency. This is done 
under Sec. 5,222, Revised Statutes. 
THE GOVERNMENT GAINS 

from the further fact that the banks must de- 
posit the full amount of legal-tenders ior 
their entire circulation issued, no matter what 
amouut may have been lost or destroyed by 
fire, accident, or other cause. Of course the 
Comptroller’s books show the entire circulation 
of the bank to be outstanding which has not 
been returned to him for redemption. If any 
notes bave been destroyed by fire or accident of 
any kind, the bank must, nevertheless, make 
the full deposit of legai-tenders with the Treas- 
urer, which must/Oficourse, include a deposit 
forthe sum that may have been lost or de- 
stroved. 

Take an example: The Comptroller's books 
show that a bank bas outstanding circulation of 
$90,000. Of this it may happen that $5,000 bas 
been lost, or destroyed by fire or other casualty. 
Tuis bank, nevertheless, is required to deposit 
with the Treasurer of the United States the full 
$90,000 of legal-tenders in order to close its 
business, and the Treasury gains the $5,000 
shoula the $5,000 of its circulation never be pre- 
seated for redemption. In anv event, 

NO SINGLE DOLLAR 
of that $5,000 is ever returned to the bank or to 
anv of its representatives, Receiver, Directors. 
creditors, or stockholders, unless all the notes 
of the bank are redeemed. There is no pro- 
vision in the law whatever for the return of any 
unclaimed balances after the ‘final closing of 
affairs and the discharge of the Receiver. 
The law does not contemplate thé de- 
struction or loss of any of the notes. 
As a matter of fact. indeed, there would be no 
one who would have a legal claim upon the un- 
claimed notes. When the Receiver fs discharged, 
and the affairs of the bank are finally closed, 
the bank has ceased to exist. It ts no longer a 
legal entity. There is no one to represent it. 
Thereis no one who could make any claim in 
its name. It is a mere nullity, absolutely dead, 
without living or legal representatives. if 
Congress ever should pass a law authorizing the 
return of these unredeemed and unclaimed bal- 
ances, there woula be no person to whom they 
could be paid. Any such law could relate only 
to the future. The Receiver could not take 
them, for he would be no longera Receiver, 
and be would have nothing to represent. The 
stockholders, Directors, President, creditors, 
couid not take them, because the very organiza- 
tion to which they once bad relations is 
NO LONGER IN LEGAL EXISTENCE. 

Besides, there is reaily no practical way of de- 
termining whether the notes have been de- 
stroyed or lost, even if toe law bad made any 
provision for the return of the notes in such 
cases. In cases of tire, even under the law, 
where the loss of notes could be absolutely 
proved, the Government requires the banks to 
make full deposit of legal-tender nutes. 

Whetber the amount is large or small, the 
Government gains it: But the amount de- 
stroyed in this way is much less than the public 
supposes, and for this reason: Before the lim- 
itation upon the bank-circulation was removed. 
parties who desired to organize banks gathered 
up the notes of failed and liquidating banks and 
returned them to the Comptruiler of the Cur- 
rency. [be Comptroller then allowed them a 
like amount in circulation for their own banks, 
upon making the requisite deposit of bonds. 
This had the effect to cause great search to be 
made for all the notes of failed or liquidating 
banks; and, as a consequence, these nutes rap- 
idly commanded a premium, and were carefully 
sorted out by bank-tellers and others into whose 
possession they came. This fact explains the 
reason why the amounts that have never been 
presented for redemption are 

VERY MUCH SMALLER 

than they would have been in the ordinary 
course of redemptioh. Had there Leen no pre- 
mium on these notes, and bad it not been possi- 
ble to use them as a means of getting new circu- 
lation, a very much larger proportiou undoubt- 
edly would have been lost, and tue Treasury 
would have gained a corresponding increase. 

Where banks go into liquidation, they have to 
make full deposit at once, within six months; 
but, where they fail, the Comptroller of the 
Currency sells the bonds, and makes provision 
for the redemption of the notes from time to 
time as they come in, or as the Treasurer 
makes requisition upon him. But, beiore the 
Receiver can be discharged, of course a full de- 
posit has to be made. his is the only distinc- 
tion between banks which go into voluntary 
liquidation and those which fall, as to the de- 
posit of the full amount of legal-tenders for 
the redemption of their circulation. Voluntary 
banks are compelled within six months to make 
tbe entire deposit, while banks which are forced 
by failure into liquidation are not required to 
make the immediate deposit. Ihe time within 
which that deposit shall be made depends en- 
tiraly upon the discretion of the Comptroller- 
who makes his decision according to the neces, 
sities of the bank, the condition of the assets 
and the interests of the creditors and note-hold- 


ers. 
‘The declaration in the law as to 
THE FORFEITURE OF BONDS 
is often misunderstood. By the declara- 
tion of forfeiture made by the Comptroller of 
the Currency upon the failure, the bonds of the 
bank are declared to be forfeited for the pur- 
pose of the redemption of its notes. But this 
forfeiture is an equitable forfeiture only. That 
is, a sufhcient rtion of the amount of the 
bonds is forfeited to the United States to pro- 
vide {or the redemption of its notes. The er- 
cess from this amount accrues to the 
creditors of the bank. The law says the bonds 
shall be forfeited to the United States. The 
ordinary interpretation ol that language would

SAMPLES OF LIQUIDATING BANKS. 

Tne Fourth National Bank of Indianapolis de- 
posited $100,000 in November, 1865, for the re- 
demption ot the full amount of its circulation. 
The balance now remaining to its credit, for re- 
demption vf notes which have not been pre- 
sented, is $1,705. All this is gain to the Gov- 
ernment. 

The Ohio National Bank, Cincinnati, depos- 
ited $450,000, July, 1867. There now remains in 
legal-tenders to its credit, for the redemption of 
notes which have never been presented, $12,400. 
Eleven years have passed, and, although the af- 
fairs of this bank have not been finally closed, 
there is not much probability that any consider- 
able amount of the notes will be presented for 
redemption. And the Government wiil, there- 
fore, gain this large sum from this one bank 
alone. 

The First National Bapk of Columbia, Mo., 
deposited $90,000 in September, 1864, for the 
redemption of the full amount of its out- 
standing circulation. The balance remaining in 
the Treasurv to ite credit is $225. This balance 
is precisely of 1 per cent of its entire circuia- 
tion, which it has probably lost, aud on which 
the Government must gain. 


IT 18 NOT ALTOGETHER PRACTICABLE 

to ascertain the number of lost and unredeemed 
bank-notes. The Comptroller has taken great 
pains to ascertain these facts. Out of the re- 
turns given for 236 banks in the State of New 
York, organized under the authority of its 
Legislature, it was ascertained that the maxi- 
mum amount of circulation issued tothem was 
$50,754,514, andthat the total circulation then 
outstanding was $1,336,337,—the proportion of 
unredeemed circulation being’ 2. per cent of 
the whole amount issued. The maximum amount 
of circulatior issued to thirty New York State 
bauks which are still in operation, either as Na- 
tional or State banks, was $7,768,010; the 
amount unredeemed in Qetober, 1875, $142,365; 
amount unredeemed in proportion to that 
issued, 1.83 per cent. Similar returns have been 
obtained from the State-Bank Superintendent of 
Wisconsin, from which it was found that the 
greatest amount of circulation issued to 240 
State banks was $7,565,409,—the amount unre- 
deemed being $134,747; proportion unre- 
deemed, 1.75 per cent. 

Returns have been received from 210 banks 
originaliy orgaoized under State authority in 
the six New Engiand States, which show the 
largest amount of circulation issued to these 
banks to have been $39,245,380,—the amount 
remaining unredeemed being $792.767; propor- 
tion of unredeemed circulation, 2.02 per cent. 
The returns from 332 banks in New York. New 
Jersey, Delaware, and Marvland, including 
those received last year, show the maximum cir- 
culation to have been $65,664,176; amount still 
unredeemed, $1,707,428; percentage of unre- 
deemed circuiation, 2.60, Returns from twenty- 
five banks in Ohio give the largest amount of 
circulation, $2,196,381; amount unredeemed, 
$61,340; percentage of unredeemed notes, 2.79. 

The following table gives the greatest amount 
of circulation issued to 707 banks, the amount 
outstanding, and the percentage unredeemed, in 

TWELVE STATES OF THE UNION. 
The percentage of outstanding circulation in 
all these States was 2.35: 
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The greatest amount of circulation of the H- 
teen National Banks which failed prior to 1870 
was 1,554,300, and there now remains unredeem- 
ed of that circulation but $21,051,—a percent 
of 1.28 only. Of fifty-one National Banks in 
voluntary liquidation previous to 1870, with a 
circulation of $5,832,940, there remains out- 
standing 8883, 844, or 4.97 per ceut; and of sev- 
enty-six banks in voluntary liquidation prior to 
1872, with a circulatior of $8,635,180 there re- 
mains outstanding $435,894, —equal to a per- 
centage of 5.04. 

The amount of demand Treasury notes issued 
from July 17, 1861, to Dee. 31, 1852, was $60,- 
000, 000, in denominations of $5, $10, and 820; 
and the amount remaining outstanding on the 
ist of November, 1877, Was 805, 602, the portion 
unredeemed being a little more than 1-10 of 1 
per cent. 

A further computation shows that, of the cir- 
culation of fifteen National Banks that failed 
prior to 1870, only 88-100 of 1 per cent was out- 
standing Nov. 1, 1877; and that. of the circula- 
tion of fifty-one banks which went into volun- 
tary liquidatioo prior to 1870, only 3.47 per cent 
Was outstanding Nov. 1, 1877.

FIRST DISTRICT FIATISTS. 

The Fiatist Convention of the First Concres- 
sional District was held at the headquarters of 
the party, No. 119 Dearborn street, last evening. 

A man was stationed at the door to keep out 
all but authorized persons and a favored few, 
but there was little for him to do, as the. appli- 
cations for admission were not many. 

When the d@e@fegates had taken their seats, 
they were called to order by James Springer, 
the district memoer of the State Central Com- 
mittee. He sal a great responsibility rested 
upon them, and hoped they would act wisely. 
Their party was (the one which was to remove 
the thralldom“ placed over the working and 
business men by those who had been ruling tae 
country for the last fifteen or twenty years. A 
good mau should be sominated,—one in whom 
the people would have confidence, for whom it 
would be a pleasure to vote, and who would get 
enough votes to be elected. 

While the Committees were out, ana there 
was nothing for the Convention to do, old 
man Barr, wee Was kicked out of the Sociai- 
ists’ party, was calied for, but he didn’t come 
forward. 

The Chair suggested that he (Barr) didn’t 
want to talk because the President was in town. 
His Excellency had visited the Board of Trade 
and told the members some wonderful things. 
He (tbe President) had said that the country 
haa come to specie payments. And all who 
beard him appreciated his re marks. 

Dixon, the nominee-for Sheriff, and James 
Lane Allen made speeches. 

Mr. Scanlan, from the Committee, submitted 
the following: 

The Committee on Resolutions report in favor 
of the ratification and adoption of the Toledo 
platform of Feb. 22, 1878, and, in addition there- 
to, as follows: 

First—A wise and judicious system of internal 
imorovements by the Government, whereby com- 
merce will be benefited and labor employed. 

Second—We especially demand the conversion of 
the Lilinois & Michigan Canal into a ship canal, 
and the improvement of the Illinois River, so that 
a cheap mede of water transportation can be had to 
the Mississippi River. 

Third—We favor the colonization of convicts by 
the General Government, and recommend the 
whole matter be made a national question. 

The Convention then proceeded to nominate 
a candidate tor Congress. : 

Dr. Washington named William V. Barr, 
whom he called a young man.“ 

Mr. Bailey corrected him. Barr was an old 
mau. 

Mr. Fish, of the Fourth, named A. D. Tits- 
worth. 

After a squabble as to how the candidates 
should be voted for, it was decided to do the 
business by rising—the first vote to be in- 
formal. 

Barr got 49 and Titsworth 11. 

A ballot was taken, and it resulted in Barr 
getting 53, and Titsworth 12,—the Fourth Ward 
being the only delegation which voted for the 
latter.

ALBERT SIDNEY JONNSTON. 

“The Lile of Gen. Albert Sidney Johnston,” 

by his son, Col. Williams Preston Johnston, is a 
bulky volume of 7) pages. On first ylance, it 
secms that the subject scurcely admits of such 
amplitude of treatment, but en a second read- 
, ing We are inclined to doubt whether this criti- 
cism is just, and to give the author the benefit 


of the doubt. Albert Siducy Johnston bad a 


long and important life. Ile craduated from 
West Point in 1826, and fell at Shiloh April 6, 
782. He served eight years as Second-Licuten- 
ant in the United States army after graduation: 
was four years in the service of the Republic of 
Texas as General, Commander-in-Chief, and 
Secretary of War, was 3 volunteer officer 
for turee months in the Mexican War. and as, 
sisted at the storming of Monterev: was Par- 
master in the United States Army. with rank 
of Major, from 1549 to 1855, and Colonel of 
cavalry from 1855 to April 9, 1861, when he re 
signed to cuter the Contederate service. Of 
the whole thirty-seven years that clapsed be- 
tween his graduation at West Point and his 
death, he serve | twenty-five in some military or 
semi-military capacity. The other twelve years 
were devoted to plantation or farm work, 

of them being consumed m earnest and un- 
successful efforts to retrieve his shattered for- 
tunes. His bent was decidedly iu the direction 
of military life, which he would never have 
guitted but for the urgent desires of his wife, 
and which he was anxious to re-enter alter her 
death until his reappointment. 

Albert Sidney Jolnston was born of a good 
old Kentucky family. On his father and moth- 
ers side ne was of New England stock, one of 
his grandfathers paving emigrated from Con- 
necticut and the other Massachusetts. His 
father was a vracticing physician in Mason 
Connty, Kentucky. He seems to have had no 
unusual or marked traits in youth, though the 
following anecdote may serve to show bis love 
of conquest :

The fall of Forts Henry and. Donelson is at- 
tributed partly to defects in their construction 
and defenses, and partiy to want * skill on the 
bart of the detenders of them. It is intimated 
that Fort Henry would have held out much 
longer, or perbaps repelled the attack alto- 
gether, if there had been skilled artiller- 
ists to serve the guns, and that Fort Donelson 
mugbt not have fallen at al! if it had been vig- 
vrousiv defended to the end. sut in answer to 
the first point it is prgper to say that cvacua- 
tion would probably vot have been ordered if it 
had been possibic to defend Fort Henry, and 
Grant 's demaud lor unconditional surrender is 
itself evidence that he uad good reason to be- 
eve Donetéon could easily be taken by storm. 
In either case, we think the blame of failure 
rests in part at least upon Lien. Johuston, who, 
in the case of works as important as these, 
should vot have been contentcd with an inspec- 
tion he subordinates. Tue fact appears to be 
that Gen. Johnston was too far in the rear dur- 
ing the first part of the campaign, 
ami too far im the front in the fiual 
battle. To the second case, he perhaps sought 
to repair the error he had committed in the 
first, but he in fact only aggravated it, for his 
death lost both the battle and the campatga to 
his cause. 

The tall of Donelson made necessary the 
evacuation of Nashville, and this step brought 
down on Gen. Johnston the odium of the entire 
South. ö 

Rounds conid scarcely be set to the fury of the 
people. Every namlet resounded with denuncia- 
tions. and every breast was filled with indignation 
at the author of such calamities. Gen. Johnston 
was the target of every accusation, including im- 
hecility, cowardice, and treason. very 
class helped to augment the volume of protest and 
appeal to the President demanding Gen. Jonnston's 
removal. tIndeed. the greater the stake and the 
more violent the revalsion of patriotic fervor, the 
hitterer was the disappuintment and the more vin- 
dictive the feeling. 

Mr. Pavis sustained Johnston, but the latter 
was alili smarting under the sense of popular 
displeasure when Shiloh was fought. The mog- 
rapher altempts to show that one of the conse- 
quences of this feeling was not reckless expus- 
ure on the part of Gen. Jolnston. How far this 
attempt is successful may be judged from the 
fact that Gen. Johuston's exposure. whether 
reckless or not, cost him his lite; and the pres- 
ent biographer maintains that if his life had 
been spared the battle would have been won, 
and the fortunes of the Confederacy perhaps re- 
versed. It fs also a curious commentary on the 
argument for Gen. Johnston's perfect self-pos- 
session. and confidence in his eventual victory. 
that he should, on the eve of the battle of Shiloh. 
have offered to surrender the command to Gen. 
Beauregard. Commanders are not accustomed 
to bequeath victories to each other in this man- 
ner. . But the fact ts admitted by the author 

The battle of Shiloh ts treated of in four head- 
ines—Morning, Midday. Afternoon, and “ A 
Victory Lost.“ As a result of the morning 
fighting, it is claimed, the Federal left was com 
pictely turned, and the army was crowded op a 
shorter line, a mile or more to the rear of its 
first position. The new line of battle was estab 
lished betore 10 o’clock. Although there was 
at no time an absolute cessation of fighting on 
the line, it may be considered that the first en 
gezement of the day had ended. The second 
period closed with the death of the Commander- 
in-Chief at 2:30 in the afternoon. He received 
a wound not necessarily mortal while leading a 
Tennessee regiment in « charge. The third 
period extended from his death till 5 or 6 
o’clo k in the afternoon, at which time, it is 
said, Grant’s army. crushed and terrified. was 
crowded in the region of Wallace's camps. 
within a circuit of one-half to two-thirds of 
a mile. around the landing. The army in 
these circumstances was only saved 
from anuihilation by the gunboats and 
artillery of our Gen. Webster. Even with 
them to beat, the author contends. the Conted- 
erates could have destroyed the army bad not 
Gen. Beauregard, in the hour of victory, ordered 
the troops to retire and bivouac op the field, 
thus permitting the Federa! reinforcements to 
come up and engage in battle ear the next 
day. This order of Gen. Beauregari’s is dis- 
cussed under the fourth bead. A Victory 
Lost.“ Whether it be true. as contended. that 
the fire of the gunboats went over the Confed- 
erates or not, it is clear that Gen. Beauregard 
chose for his side an unfortunate hour to issue 
au order lor retreat. The battle bad not been 
fairiv won or lost. One hour more would have 
decided it; aud, as the result showed, it war 
unfortunate for the Rebels that they were not 
permitted to tight that bour. It * a singulas 
fact, if true, that Gen. Jobnstun’s plau was fol 
lowed hours after his death It would have 
won victory of itsclf, the biographer believes, if 
it bad been understood bv Gen. Beauregard. or 
U its Operation had not beer interlered with 
by hr. 

. The last and most interesting question raised 
by this description of the battle. especialiy in 
view of the late newspaper controversy ou the 
subject, ts, Wes ft agrrprise?’”” Op this head, 
the testimeny of Col. Jonnstop is uvcguivocal 

ly in favor of the affirmative side of the ques- 

tion. He shows that the Rebels intended to 
surprise Grant amd Sherman, that they hoped to 
find them untutrenched. and that they fuund 
them precisely as it was supposed they would 
be Jound. Gen. Sherman would not believe til! 
tne last moment that the whole Rebei army was 
in tront of him. He insisted that nothmy more 
than a recounoissance in force could be intend- 
ed. In his report of the battle of Shiloh, he 
wrote: Ou Saturday the enemy’s cavalry was 
again very bold. coming well down to our front; 
yet I did not believe they designed anything but 
a strong demonstration.“ Similarly, Gen. Grant 
wrote in a dispatch dated April5: “The main 
force oJ the enemy is at Corinth.” In a subee- 
quent dispatch the same day, he wrote: “Il have 
scarcely the faintest idea of an attack (general 
one) being made upon us. Gen. Sherman, in 
his dispatch of the same day, said: “I do not 
apprehend anything like an attack upon our 
position.” The transtation of Badeau’s special 
pleading on these dispatches is, Col. Johnston 
maintains, that Gen. Grant taought the Confed- 
erates were at Corinth,—not two, but twenty- 
two, miles away. The readiness for au attack 
consisted only in this: Some Colonels strength- 
ened their pickets. one General sent a regiment 
on reconnoissance, and another had bis horse 
saddled before breakfast. No intrenchments 
were dug, no orders for receiving an attack 
were delivered, and no lines of battie were 
formed. Clearer evidence than this that Shiloh 
was a surprise to the Federals could hardly be 
demanded. ~ 

This biography as a whole impresses the 
reader as a piece of work well and modestly 
done. Something like the affection and zeal of 
a sun were needed to stimulate any man to col- 
lect such a quantity of material and bestow so 
much iaber upon tt.

With the exception of his betrayal of his 
Hag, his private character was irveproachabie, 
As the head of a tamily he Was spotiess. As a 
asvidier herretrieved more than he lost. Alter 
Donelson and before Shiloh, he ouigeneraled 
the Union commanders: and, ti he had not 
died, it is difficult indeed to say what the result 
would have been. At any rate, he deserves to 
be ranked with Lee and Stonewall Jackson, as 
one ot the great Generals produced on the Con- 
tederate side by the War of the Rebellion. He 
occupies the first position Of honor by the con- 
current testimony of men so widely separated 
m all other respects as Gen. Grant and Jetfer- 
son Davis.

CIVIL io OF ANTS. 
At the rece meeting of the British As- 
sociation Sir hubbock read au interesting 
paper on "the & ent state of civilization 
among the ante. the course of it he con 
firmed the exp@im@nts of Huber as to their 
being able to/#ecOgnize their friends, even 
after along absétiee, or rather thei acquaint- 
ances; for, aléipu@h be saw that they at- 
tacked and killed ‘their enemies, he could not 
tind any trace @f warm affection for their 
friends. He tested this by taking some out of 
a nest and suspending them ina bottle covered 
with mushu. . Those in the nest took no notice 
of them, but whenystrangers were put in they 
were indignant. auf néyer stopped until they 
cut through t wnd attacked them. He 
marked some ants in a nest with paint, and 
found that their friends removed tt. but a 
stranger guing into the nest was restless and 
got out as quickly as possible. It woula be 
interesting to know how they recognize their 
trier ds. It might be by smell or some sign, or 
by actual recognition. 

In order to try whether they couid recognize 
them when inscusitbie. be first used chloroform, 
but that practically killed them, and he then 
made them intoxicated. He did so by putting 
them into whisky, not whisky into them, for 
they were too sensible to take ſt even on week 
cays. He tried an experiment with twenty-five 
friends and thirty strangers. The sober ants, 
coming out of the nests, and finding the intox 
icated ants lying belpless on their backs in 
ludicrous attitudes, proceeded to take them up 
and carry them off. Of the twenty-five they 
bought twenty into the nest, where, probably, 
they soon slept off the effects. The other five 
they dropped into the moat of water which 
then surrounded the nest. Why thev did so 
he could not tell. Perhaps they fell into the 
bands of stern teetotalers. As tothe thirty 
strangers, twenty-cight were thrown into 
the moat and the other two were taken 
no notice of. He took some: pupa out of a 
nest, and, on putting them back after some 
months, found that they were received as 
friends, While some which were put into a dil 
ferent nest were attacked. it was generajiy 
stated that all the eggsin the nest of ants or 
bees were laid by queens. That was not strictly 
so, tor some were laid by workers, though thre 
cases were exceptional. He had some neste in 
which there were no queens, and vet there were 
eges in them, but the eggs lad by workers 
ulways produced males. He had made some 
experiments to test the senses of ants. He 
found that they were capable of distinguishing 
between different colors. and avoided, vio- 
let. Their sense of smell was also deli- 
cate, but be had seen no proof that they were 
capable of hearing, and he had proved by ap ex 
periment, which be described, that they were 
not capable of communicating With cach other 
by sound. There were thirty species of ants in 
these countries. and 700 in other countries. and 
there were many interesting problems to be 
solved in relation to them. 

Sir Walter Etliott asked how 
cated with each other, and mentioned that on 
one Occasion in India, When making a prevara- 
tion of a spider, au antapproached and attenipt- 
ed to carry off the specimen.

In digging the grave for the 
fenains, of Sir Gilbert Scoit, the eminent 
architect, who died not long ago, the virgin 
sand of this ancient island was laid bare, Show- 
ing clearly the marks ot the waves oa what bad 
been its shore. As neurly every foot of the 
soil has been disturbed at one time and another, 
it is remarkable that these wave-marks have 
been preserved for vo many centuries. 


It is gratifving to find that the Times admits 
that “physical science affords an admirable 
means of mental traiming in schools.“ and we 
trust the day is not tar distant when it will be 
placed on a footing of eyualny with other 
branches of cducation. From another leader on 
Prof. Huxley's address we may infer that this 
chief represcntative of average British opinion 
has advanced from its obstinate opposition to 
the doctrines associated with the name of Dar- 
win; indeed, the tone of the article to which we 
refer ems even more “advanced” than the 
address which was the occasion of tt. It s com- 
forting to find that, in scientific matters, at least, 
a better spirit is beginuing to pervade the paper 
which ts both an index and a leader of middle- 
class public opinion.— Valure. 


To ascertain whether carniverous plants are 
really fed by the msects they capture and kill, 
Mr. Francis Darwin cultivated about 200 plants 
of Drosera rotund fal w soup plates during 
most of last summer. Each plate was divided 
a ‘o its contents by a wooden partition. but 
was wholly sereened by gatize. One hall the 
plants in cach plate had a jew smal) bits of roaat 
meat fed to them, at Intervals, by being placed 
on the leaves, the weight of the meat being 
about the fiftieth of a grain. The plants in the 
other bali of each plate were not so favored: 
otherwise all were treated alike. At the end of 
the season the fed plants weiched 21.5 per cent 
more than the others; the fower-stems, sevud, 
and capsules of the fed plants were about two 
and one-third tines heavier, and toe seeds 
Weighea about 3.8 times more than the unfed 
ones. This seems conctustve proof that the 
plants under natural conditions are large ben 
efited by the capture of tnsects, which arussun- 
ilated as plaut-food through the leaves. — Bosten 
Journal of Chem: stry. 


Nat Le Vs i me ar 
PRESIDENT HAYES, 
Peculiarities of His Character. as Delineat- 
ed by Sume of His Friends. 

Special Correspondence of The Trioune, 

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 9.—Apropos of the 
President's Western tour, a few words iu regard 
to bis peculiar character and style of dealing’ 
With friends cannot ial to be of interest. I 
have paid a good deal of attention to this sub- 
ject at one time and another, and tmve talked 
with u considerable number of people concern- 
ing it. 

The first person with whom 1 conversed was 
a gentleman | chanced to meetafew months 
ago in the Capital of this State. He was speak- 
ing first of Keayou College; and, noticing his 
age to be about that of President Hayes, I asked 
him if be had known the former as a student. 
He discoursed as ſollows: 

Why, certainly 1 dul. To be sure, I was not 
in the same class, but | Knew him as weil us 
anv man there, after all. He was a peculiar 
young man. There have been some ve-y true 
things said of him at tins age: but there are a 
good many other things. which have not been 
said, “that show his peculiar character bet- 
ter than all the rest put together. Ile was at 
Kenyon a student who was always aflabic, al- 
ways equabie, always pleasant to everyone with 
whom he came in contact. and he was liked by 
everybody no one had anything against bim. 
He was the model youve man to the Faculty. 
He vever engaged with the bovs in any Hal. 
lowe’en deviltry o otber rchowpus When 
be was approached on the subjcut. 
be would invariably receive the am- 
bassader with the utmost politencss. He 
would listen to the project of tun or mischie! 
with apparent interest. and emile as the descrip: 
tion of what was going to be Cone went forward, 
but, when the invitation to jein iv.came, he al 
ways refused, and all the urging in the world 
could not change bis decision.a particle, No une 
could even have anv effect apou him in that war. 
The result of all this was, that Rutherford never 
und what might be calied a chum ip his sole 
school-life. He had friends. he had sun e who 
were supposed tu be somewhat intimate with 
him; but never had any onéwho Kuew bis whole 
heart. —uever had a room-mate or a class-inate 
who could say other than that Rutherford kept 
bim back after be had reached a certain distance 
trom the heart. This is the reason why people 
are led to say that Mayes has no beart. This is, 
in my judgment, a mistake. He has a heart; 
but his nature is not to have a few intimate 
friends, but to have all on au equa! footing.” 

lL next talked witha promment Federal of 
ficial of this city, who has known the President 
personally, aud somewhat intimaicly, ever since 
he first entered political lite. Said Mr. Sher- 
win: 
have known Mr. Hayes since | was first in 
the Legislature, eleven years ago: and have 
watched him carefully iv his entire political 
vrowtb. It has to me been a most remarkable 
career: and the nature of the man has been 
something that has evercaused me much Won- 
der, Some,wetances which might be given. that 
have come under my personal observation, have 
always been the source of a good deal of won 
der to me. in the first piace, be never in all 
his offical hie had uuy one who 
seemed to be fully in his confidence. 
This is very different from most great men. 
You know very well that statesmen generally 
have same friends to whom, at certain times, 
they fully uubosom themselves. and whe are 
supposed tu have some influence. Not so with 
Haves. In the smallest; matters be has acted, 
not upon what has been told him, but upon 
what be thought to be right. IIe is the most 
copscieutious man 1 think I ever knew, is 
honest to a fault; and, when he has anything 
to act upon, he wilt thoroughly consider the 
matter, listen to tbe advice of any ope and 
every one Who has any to give, and then at last 
act just opposite trom what the majority of 
these advisers expected. An instance of this

This 
is not safe, perhaps, in all cases; but it is the 
way great men have of doing, aud one who pur- 
sucs the opposite course ls thr exception.

A BONANZA PALACE. 


A Summer-Retreat Rivaliog the Splendor 
of Reman Villas. 
San Francisee Cuil, — 

It is well known that Mr. Flood, the miliion- 
aire, is at present occupied in carrying out an 
improvement at Meno Park which will eveutu- 
ate in the most princely summer bome 
America. The levation of this costly and lu 
rious retreat is three-quarters of a mile north- 
east of the railroad station at Meno Park. Tue 
Zrounds comprise from 1,900 to 1,500 acres, and 
stretch from the mansion to San F ranciseo Bay. 
A more delightful zocatlon for rural splepdor 
could not be hnagined. The iands coustuute a 
natural park, being thickly wooded with live 
oak and uumerous other of the chowest native 
trees of California. The tandseapes ‘ every 
direction ure varied and attractive. in fact, 
Nature has done so much In beautiiying the 
scene that little remains for art to aceom- 
plish. The eouutry seats of many of the English 
nobility will fait to compare with this one 
when the present plans are fully carried out. At 
least $1,000,000 wii! Le expended. The task of 
erecting the Ingvsieon Was inaugurated three 
wonths ago, and raput progress has been Made, 
hut at least a year and a half un elapse belore 
it will be ready for occupancy. A quarter of a 
nile lrom the road, auld extendiag from that 
point to the mansion, wili be a noble avenge of 
trees. The site of the mansion is «ix fect above 
the general level of the surrounding corntr.: 
and the general slope tlius created terminates 
in a haudsome terrace-wall that partly Incioses 
the grecu sward at the front. The structure, 
which is now being roofed, will somewhat re- 
semble a Freuen chuwtean of the oid regime 
transplanted to Calternia. its ground dimen- 
sions are 100 zcet front by 200 feet deep, Is 
comprises u basement and two st es. Ms c- 
terior is very Unposiug, and mrch must de lett 
to the imagination of the teuer. Probably ne 
private residence in the State will excei u iy 
size, admirable preportions, an:t beauty. 

Toe mam front has a seuthwcstcra exposure. 
The svperstructare is supported by a brick wall 
tifteeu feet high, and across the entire tront and 
along one side cXiend upper and lower verandas 
sixteen feet in width. The coinposition of tne 
skyline is well adapted for harmoniming with, 
rural scenery, its monotony being broken by 
pinnacies, gables of different styies, ornamental 
projections, and two towers and ab ouservatory. 
All the front rooms and all the chief rooms 
elsewhere have large bav-windows. Iron crest- 
ings, balconies, corbled chiumeys, and other 
architectural devices of the kind impart ele- 
gance and variety. The style of the gables and 
projections is much freer tnan would be per- 
missible with a city residence, but is well adapt- 
ed for the country. The roofing is covered with 
imported felt, over whith shine ling is laid, 
while in the gutters, flashes, functures of Walls 
and of roois, and in all other such places 
where tin is. ordinarily used, copper is cmplorea, 
Tue descending pipes arc composed of the same 
waterial. All the windows, large and small. tront 


Judged asa whole, the exterior is rate 
the embodiment is grandeur. Wher the grounds 
are lard out aud improved, and the structure is 


surrounded by 1 
de noble and picturesque. f 
The observatory is 140 feet high, and com- 
mands u magnificent view of the estate and ad- 
jyacent lands. The staircase tower is 120 feet in 
height, and is circular in ſorm. The other tower 
is 190 t high, aud will be utilized to force 
water to évery floor and into every aprtment. 
‘be basement is subdivided into a multitude of 
arge rooms or Vaults, which will be used for 
storage and 2 variety oi other similar purposes. 
Prominent among them is a commodious wine- 
room, which will be equipped with ali requisite 
conventences, and in which will be de- 
posited the rarest wines of every land. Iu addi- 
tion to the trout evtrance there is a coach porch 
and entrance on the left side, and a garden 
entrance on the right. Not far remote from the 
yardeu entrance will stand an elegant glass 


exotics. Extensive forcing houses will be 
erected some distance to the rearof the man- 
sion. where skrubs and flowers will be produced 
on a scale of luxuriance commensuraté with the 
other details of this magnilicent retreat. At 
present the plans for these adjuncts are held ina 
abeyapce, . 

The inovmgrable apartments ov the first 
floor are laid off as foliows: On the right of 
the vestibule is a hat-room, and on the ivita 
cloak- room. Thence, running rearwards, is a 
spacious hail, connecting with au inner bal and 
with two other haljs that crose at right angic-. 
One of the latter forms au entrance from the 
carriage porgh at the left side of the munison, 
aud also gives space for agrand ataircase leadiny 
to the upper floors. The other leads vut to the 
garden grounds at the right of the manisun. 
On firat passime the vestibule the visitur 
tinds a spiendid apartment on ihe 
right of the hall, which is in- 
tefided tor a library. To the rear of it, opening 
un the hall, is a stately music-room, whica com- 
municates with a waugardenentrance. “To the 
rear of the music-room is the smoking room; 
vue of the halls referred to separates it [rom 
the billiard-room, to the rear of which is the 
breakiast-room. On the left side of the main 
hall, commeucing agai at the vestibule, is @ 
lady’s reception-foom, with shding doors that 
commuuicate with the drawing room, im- 
mediately to its rear. (The music-room and 
library are connected ip the same manner.) To 
the rear of the drawing-room is the hall 
connects with the carnage porch, and beyond 
that is the dining-room, still to the rear is tne 
butlery. then the kitchen. sculleries, pastry- 
rooms, chiua- room, lavatories, linen-closets, and 
nooks and corners without end. The recepsion- 
room, drawing-room, music-room, and library 
are all very much the same size, their ‘width 
being forty feet or more. 

One remarkable feature of the dining-room de- 
serves mention. It is a large apartment, saf-

used. All the doors will be iulaid, and the cor- 
nices will be of ap elaborate description. A 
hundréd apd fifty feet to the rear of the man- 
sion tbe stables are being erected, which will 
conform in style to the principal ‘

Not long ago a daughter was entertaining quests 
in the parlor, while the mother was hvsterically 
weeping in the kitchen. When interrogated as to 
her troubie, she replied that she was banished from 
the parlor by special request, her daughter declar- 
ing that her best dress was too shabby to appear in 
well-dressed circles, and it was not plessant to 
have old fogies a@gand any way; and she auded. 
sobbing, 1 have denied myself everything for 
tnat girl.“ Poor woman, that was the secret of the 
whole matter. Show mea mother who dresses a 
daughter in silk. and treats herse!f tocheap alpaca, 
and I will show you a woman who develops 
all the selfish possibilities in her child's nature, 
and will perhaps vaguely marvel why her children 
have no consideration for her. 

All honor tothe only daughter who, en re- 
verses came, took the vienishing of her Own and 
her mother’s wardrobe upon herself, and always 
chose the better fabric for her mother's wear; to 
whom she replied when remonstated with. Iam 
young, and can wear cheap dresses tastefully 
trimmed, out the dignity of your age must be sus- 
tained by a better material and less trimming, 
motherdee. This 1 no ‘fiction, incredulous 
mothers of grown-up daughters: I bad it from the 
lips of the grateful mother herself. 


From Cors Fuaxklix, Motz. — Amber, I, 
for one, agree with you onthe subject of home- 
training for the young. I think if more families 
had pleasant pastimes at home. father, and 
mother, and the children, all together, —there 
would soon be an evidentimprovement dn the 
morals and manners of young people, and they 
would mature into more thoughtful, cultivated 
men and women. It is just as natural for children 
to love fun and merriment as it is fora feather to 
float in the breeze. It 16 of no benefit to them to 
tell them they must be proper, and never lauch 
loud or be boisterous. The only way is to direct 
their froliesome natures in the right channel, and 
be thankful: they have those natures, they were 
given them for apurpose. If father and mother 
can remember that they were once young. and that 
amusement is necessary (and I believe in father 
und motheralways being young), the next thing 
is to find that kind of amusement which is hea!lth- 
ful for body and soul. and the surest way to find 
that is to go with them hand in hana in their fun, and 
guiding them in propriety, guarding them against 
excess, etriving to instill the trae principles of life 
as they go, they will help them to forma proper 
estimate of the good or bad in amusement, as well 
as all other matters of life. There is no way a pa- 
rent may so easily reach the hearts of children as 
by mingling in ready sympathy in all their liitie 
fancies and amusements. In that way the child is 
kept from baving secrets from the parents, which is 
one of the worat snares the youthful mind can be 
subject to, as it is apt to lead to the most disas- 
trous results. Dancing at home or at other proper 
places, or attending a good theatre or opera where 
parents and children can be together, is much more 
profitable to morals and manners of children and 
voung people than the haram-scarum parties 
where they go to enjoy themselves, but none know 
what to do to find enjoyment, and all try to do 
everything oranything. After dancing an hour or 
two, or listening to a good play with Lather or 
mother to talk it over, they feel that they've hada 
good time, aud nobody isthe worse for it. 
find no time for gossiping or Mitle sarcastic pota- 
ings, so all enjoy it im retrospect, and look for an- 
other treat some time i? they are good. 

it seems to me much of the wickedness and de- 
ceitfuluess of the present day i# attributable to 
wrong impressions of those things in early life. 
They are taught tnat all these amusements belong 
to, and are of, tue Devil. or that a wish for them 
is born of the Devil; but still they naturally crave 
them. and so perhaps they vet into a way of at- 
tending places of amusement, as soon as they can 
getaway from home, on the sly. One deceit 
leads to another, and they are in danger of becom- 
ing smooth-sarfaced hypocrites, or of going to the 
bad boldly, thinking thatitis of no use for them 
to try to be good. It seems to me if father and 
mother feel their responsibility as they ought, 
they can readily see that a bright, hapny-natured 
child needs bright and pleasant surroundings 
keep it 80, or it will be apt to goto excess in * 5 
wrong direction. A child ought not to be brougat 
un in a way taat anytaing counected with religion 
looks dark and gioomy to it, so that when it is 
told that Heaven is one eternal Sunday 
wonders If it is a good child up in Heaven if 
God won't let ber go down to Hell and plav with the 
httle devil. That is such a wrong impression 
of God or His holiness. I may be an extremist, 
but I can truly say that I never attended a theatre 
or opera, or participated in dancing, when I felithe 
least demoralized by so doiug; and, were I called 
immediately afterward to attenda prayer-meeting 
or the death- bed of a friend, could have done so 
without any compunctims of conscience, aud 
prayed carnestiv and devoutivy as I would that 
otners should pray for me ia tue same place, and I 
think I would feel no differently were it my own 
death-bded to which I ‘were called. I never carried 
anything of the kind to excess or aliowed my 
children to, and they now have no disposition 
to do so any more than I. 1 wish I counid make ali 
feel on this subject as Ido; it would elevate re- 
Jigion, and consequently the person possessing it, 
wuile otherwise one loses so mach of the true, 
honest pleasure of life. Intemperance in amuse- 
ments is to be shunned as well as intemperance in 
drinking, eating, and in al! pursuits and pieasures 
of life. It seems to me that bigo.ry is a sort of 
imtemperances taking tae mind only in one chan- 
nel. and not developing the faculties evenly and 
temperately. One of those intemperate minds is 
something to be dreaded.

over; widen round the ends, by making two 
stitches in one often enougn to make the rag 
spread smoothly. When you have a centre of the 
desired size, fasten the end securely, and com- 
menes With a new color on the opposite side of 
the rng. It can be made quite pretty by using 
light and dark colors alternately. Finish with a 
row of black if you have it,—black looks best for 
the edge.

Perhaps $4 or $5 a week might compass the rent, 
fuel, and table expenses of a small family in some 
of Chicago's vretty suburbs, but I should hesitate 
to try the exveriment in Caicago.

or wood sue pays 20 cents a week. Wood in Chi- 
Cos costa $7 per cord. For 20 cents you would. 
at that rate, get one-thirty-fifth of a cord, or one 
cord would have to last you “thirty-flve weeks. 
Probably wood in Northern Indiana costs $2 a cord. 
or pegvie burn hazel-orash for economy. How- 
ever, now there is plenty of. wood in Indiana, 
from traveling over the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad. 

For butter she pays 10 cents per pound. What 
sort of buer could you find in Chicago for 10 
cents? [ have paid frog 20 to 30 cents for butter 
this summer, and nothing very extra either. 

Then ſook at the item fot, rent, $3 per mouth. 
Gracions! I could not get a@emall house or living 
rooms for lees than $10 or 8122 month. While. if 
something pleasant ie desired. aot too far from the 
business centre, you must pay from $15 and up- 
wards, 1. 

Women who are desirous of living cheaply should 
co where things are cheap. Quite a number of 
women living in Chicago have written asking how 
to supply their table, etc., for $5 a week. as if 
there were some mystery about it. and some one 
could teil them how todo it. 

I can solve the question if one sentence and say. 
live in the gountry and do as the country people 
co. As long AS you persist in staying in the city 
you must expest to pay a premium for it. 

The prodacer never gets the price which the con- 
sumer pays for au article. Indiana butter at Bour- 
bon costs 10 cents. It costs something for trans- 
portation toChicago. The commission merchant 
charges 10 per cent for putting it on the market. 
The retail groceryman charges 20 or 30 per cent 
more when he sells it to you. Consequentiy. when 
you buy the butter in Chicazo it has increased in 
prise and decreased im quaiity. And so on ad in- 
finitum. 

There are probably families in Chicago who live 
ona dollar a day or less, but 1 don’t wish to be 
among the number. either for the name or pleas- 
ufe. Henry Ward Beecher says that a dollar a day 
is enough for any laborers family. Le. him tr¢ ft 
awhile, and after that give his advice to those who 
want it.

—Last winter my hus- 
band and myself lived on $3 a week for all our ex- 
penses. 1 keep an acco of alll spend. This 
summer our food cost us from $3 to $3, 50 a week, 
and last week only $2.84. It is of no use to give 
you my bill of fara for the articles of food that 
would please some would not please others. 

I take my money allowed for each week and 
divide it into twenty-one parts, or the numbet of 
meals contained in a week; and then I never spend 
more foreach meal than one of these parts. In 
that way I can always keep within my means. We 
use a great deal of galt and emoked meats, such as 
salt pork, ham, bacon.or shoalder.. Every day we 
have fruit of some kind, and often puddings made 
from Corn-starch, sagod, or farina, whith are very 
nice and cheap. 

Aunt Lucy, IT agree with von. for 1 got married 
and went to housekeeping when only a little 
school-girl. But I was determined to learn how 
to cook and keep hoase. My hestand had. and has 
vet. patience with me. I take great pains to learn, 
and hope eventually to become a good cook and 
housekeeper.

MEDICAL ADVICE. 

Frou Gunarka, Cuicaco.-—I had intended ce 
plying to all unanswered medical questions this 
week, but fear I have not now left myself tinfe to 
ds so.. But Evelyn, who was suffering from neu- 
raigia, and whom I had quite forgotten till now, 
must have an answer. I trust relief may have 
come to her in advance of my tardy action, and, if 
so. this may help some one else. I should judge 
from her meagre description that the neuralgta has 
resulted from a malarial influence, and, if so, 
quinine is indicated as an essential part of the 
treatment, and may be all thatis needed, Notice 
if the paroxysms assume a somewhat regular 
Deriodicity, and. commencing nine or ten hours in 
advance, take three to tive grains of quinine, two 
hours apart, for three doses; or, What 16 far better 
where the face is pale and cool,—ap anemic con- 
dition very common.-—five-grain doses of the 
blue powders” referred to in my last. These 
are composed of equal parts by weight 
of quinine and prussiate of iron. If 
there is an opposite condition. —-moderate 
plethora, with excitement,—omit the iron and add 
to the first and third quinine powders one-fourth 
grain of gelsemin; after this the gelsemin may be 
repeated, if necessarv, atintervals of six hours 
until it affects the sight. Also the quinine may be 
repeated during the next interval if necessary. In 
the anmeic form it will be best to continue the use 
of some preparation of iron for some weeks after 
the pain hes ceased. Where the paroxyem has 
commenced the most immediate relief is often ob- 
tained, im the first-named condition by some 
quickly acting etimulant, as ésulpnuric ether or 
ammonia,—of the ether, from ten to twenty drops 
on a lump of sugar, and let it dissolve in the mouth. 
This may be repeated in half an hour if necessary. 
Any form of ammonia is good, but the ammouſum 
bromide or chloride are oftenest prescribed, —of 
the former three to five grains. and of the latter 
not less than titteen grains in each case, repeated 
after half an hour. In an opposite condition—one 
of excitement—give aconite or belladonna in small 
doses, with derivatives; heat to the extremities, 
etc. The local application of heat is generally 
agreeable and useful in both forms of pain. Also 
couoter-irritation, both locally and along the 
spine.

From Fawn Wuercrort,  Catcaco. —When I 
was about 12 years old 1 discovered that I had a 
lump growing up@m my throat which soon develop- 
ed into a goitre. © 

Our family physician treated if, as atmost all do, 
with iodine. I used it weak and I used it strong, 
until my throat would sometimes be perfectly raw, 
and still the goitre grew. Moreover, the odor of 
the rodine made me sick, and 1 think the drug 
penetrated my system, though used externally, 
and poisonedme. After Igave up the iodine I triea 


varions other remedies, but all to no purpose. 
Finally. a young physician said he had an idea that 


he could care it, if I chose to let him experiment 


on it. I consented, and he began to treat me with 
dry cupping, cupping the throat every otner day. 
In less than three weeks it was entirely gone, and 
I have never been troubled with it nce. That was 
seven years ago. It had been slowly growing for 
five or six years. 

The guitre in my Own case had not affected my 
health perceptibly, neither was it verv large. but 1 
do not doubt that the same treatment kept up long 
enough will cure or at least mitigate the worst 
cases. I myself have cured a case since by the 
same treatment. Nothaving the proper cups to 
use, ] used instead a little tumbler. I saturated a 
small bit of cotton batting with alcohol and put in 
the bottom of the tambler. Then, having the 
throat bared ail ready. I touched a match to the 
batting and instantiv clapped it on to the throat. 
The lucht goes out the moment the air is cut off, 
and the flesh draws into the vacuum produced in 
the tumbler. I would let it remain about a min- 
ute, then apply the same way two or three times 
more. Then repeat the treatment every other 
dav. The gland becomes inactive, and does not 
carry away the secretions; thus they accumulate 
and produce goitre. The dry cupping calls tue 
gland intoaction and helps it to regain its normal 
condition. There is no pain or burning. Barns 
can only result from carelessness or oy the person 
drawing away from the glass and allowing the 
flame to come out of the topbof the glass. I hope 
any one afflicted will try this method. and report 
their success or experience in the matter.

HINTS FOR HOUSEKEPPERS. 

From Call Lr. ENGLEwWoop.—The writers 
on housekeeping—who, by the way, are generally 
men—seem to think that one word covers the 
whole ground, and that is work. To work early 
and late, to scrub and scour, sweep, wash, iron, 
and bake. —this,. according to tneir theory, is good 
housekeeping. There never was a greater mistake. 
Some of the most notable workers I ever knew 
were poor housekeepers. To keep the whole 
honse—garreta, closets, cellars, everythiug— 
neat and clean, to sec that nothing 
is wasted, to serve well-cooked food in an 
attractive manner, to have a piace for something 
and everything in its place,—this is good house- 
keeping. This sounds formidable enough, dat one 
nead and one pair of hands very often meet ali 
these requirements, and that, too, in an easy, 
quiet way that seems like magic. It requires skill 
and forethought to keep all straight, but by giving 
everything its proper time and place it is 
easily accomplished. If a lady be mistress 
of a large family, it by no means follows 
that, to be a good housekeeper, sbe must 
prepare the food, do all the washing, sweeping, 
sewing, and the thousand other things to be done 
ina family. She may got do any of them and vet 
be a notable housekeeper. Any one can do the 
rough, hard work, but not every one can pian it 
richtly. And this planning, management, or what- 
ever you please to call it, is the grand secret of 
perfect housekeeping. Without itone may work 
hard all the time and still have a comfortless, dis- 
orderly house, while with it a vast amount of work 
is performed with little bustle or fatigue, and the 
honsewife has leisure for more refined occapations

In addition to her suggestions 1 wonid 
advise having a number of ernamental pots with 
a handsome flower growing in common pots set in 
them. Hanging baskets with us found a ready 
sale. We had hanging daskets in shape of three 
acorns and painted brown, three ears of corn com- 
ing through the husks and painted green and yel- 
low, and pine- apples, which looked very natural. 
There were aiso wail-pots to fasten to the side of 
the window-frame, flat at the back, in the front 
looking like a piece of tree with the knots showing 
very plain. These are ail quite new. We pro- 
cured all ofthese at the pottery in this city at 
wholesale prices, which was so cheap that we sold 
ail we had. for more than double what they cost us. 
The wall pote are nice forivy or any runatog vines. 
There is no lead used in painting these pots, and I 
think plants grow in them as well as in plain ones. 
We made larger profit in the Floral Department 
than all the reat of the entertainment.

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TRANSATLANTIC BALLOONING. 
Poittedelphia Treeord, 

A daring aeronautical feat is to be attempted 
some time curing the present year. Prof. 
Samuel A. King, the well-known aeronaut, pro- 
New York ona balloon 
voyage whith shall terminate on some portion 
of the European continent. Several years ago 
a proposition Was made to Prof. King to under- 
take the task, end the sum of $14,000 was 
guarantced by some wealthy New Yorkers to 
corer’ wie necessary expense, For prudential 
reasons the acrovaut at that time decided to 
decline the offer. Last ,winter, however, 
while making some experiments in bal 
loons for the ilowgate expedition, he was 
success{ul in discovering a subsiance of such 
impenetrabilitv that a balioon of a eapacitv. of 
100,000 feet would not lose more than 1 per 
cent of gas in twenty-four hours, so that after 
a journey occupying twenty dars 80.000 feet of 
gas would stillremam. ‘The importance of this 
discovery is recognized when it is stated that an 
average balloon will lose 20 percent of gas in 
twenty-four hours. this new wea was com- 
municated to the New Yorkers, who renewed 
their previous oller. Prof. 
cepted, and the vonstruction of the balioon, 
whieh will occupy the whale of the ensuing 
winter and spring. wl be at once commenced. 
The balloon will- be the largest in the world. 
It will average ubout ninety feet in diameter 
and 175 feet in circumference, With a capacity, 
for holding between 300,000 and 400,009 feet of 
gas. ‘The material employed will be Pongee 
Lil ot a special manufacture, evated with a 
substance known oniy to the Proiessor, The 
silk wilt be doubled throughout, Pure hydro- 
gen gas will be used, and tae cost of inflatron 
alone is approximated at $5,000. The car will 
be a combinatwe of boat and basket. a wicker 
framework covered witha heavy rubber sub- 
stance. which ean easily be used as & boat in 
case ofemergceney.

He taen procured a 
spliced rope 300 feet in length. and to the end 
attached a basket containing a lantern, a dog, 
and a cat. He let them down, striking bottom 
at 291 feet. At the end of six hours the basket 
was broucht up. The lantern was still burning, 
and the only visible effect on the dog and cat 
was chilliness. The next day the ‘owner 
of the well, accompanied by a trusty 
neighbor, Mr. Letlord, descended to the 
bottom. What was their surorise to find an 
immense cave, stretching miles and mies in 
every direction. Statagmites and stalactites of 
maguilicout eorgeousness lent beauty and 
variety to the otherwise tomb-like scene. Here 
aud there a flowing stream of water rippied 
over stouy beds. while thousauds and thousands 
Ot bats futtered their clanimy wings, surprised 
atthe intruston of man. Petrified sea-shells of 
a Mundred varieties strewed the floors and pro- 
traded from the strata. After spending ten or 
twelve hours of continuous wandering, during 
which time they penctrated beneatn and beyond 
Alexandria, and discovered a vein of nickel ore 
and a nugget of metal resembling antimony, 
thev returned to the surface, where their hali- 
stricken wives clasped them to their bosoms. 
thinking ther had been lost. It is supposel 
that this cave is connected with those at War- 
rior Ridge and Sinking Valley, only a few miles 
away. Specimens oi the nickel ore have been 
sept. to Philadelphia and analyzed, and pro- 
nounced superior to the nickel of either Lancas- 
ter or Germany, the ouly two placeson the giobe 
where it is now mined.

THE CELTIC REVIVAL. 


Progress of the Movementin Ireland and the 
United States—Is the Irish the Oldest Writ- 
ten Language? 

Boston Herald, 

It is a well-known fact that in the Green Isle 
thousands of the inhabitanta use only the Ceit- 
e language in their daily intercourse, and 
that, especially by those who have had no edu- 
cational advantages, English is spoken, at best, 
very imperfectlv. The national educational sys- 
tem in that country has heretofore recognizcd 
the English languare only, although placing 
French and others uvon the list of studies in 
the higher grades, Children of Iirish-speaking 
parents have been eondemned to ignorance, un- 
less they received their education in a language 
which they first had to acquire, and the result 
was that very many who attended the schools 
where English only was spoken received very 
little practical benefit from the tuition. In 
1851, one-fourth of the population of Ireland 
spoke their native tongue, and one of the schoo! 
inspectors ata later date, and after a very 
thorough investigation, recommended that 
„the Irish-speaking people ought to be taucht 
the Irish language grammatically; that school 
books in Irish should be prepared for the pur- 
pose; that Enclishshould be taught to all Irish- 
speaking children through the medium of the 
Irish; that il this system be pursued, the people 
will very soou be better educated than thev are 
now, and that the English language will, io a 
short time, be more geverally and purely spoken 
than it can be by the present system for many 


generations.“ 


Within a few years the movement has grown 
rapidly in Ireland, and classes have been formed 
throughout the country from Verry to Donegal 
apd Jrom Cork to Kerry, and; without result 
fees, over filty have been established iu national 
schools aud schoots conducted under the aus- 
Dices Of the Roman Catuolic Church. The 
‘council’ having general control of the move- 
ment advance, as an important argument in 
favor of the scheme, the benefit that will be de- 
rived of an educational nature and from the 
study of literary works in Irish, valuable as re- 
Cards historical research and philological inves- 
tigation. A step ofa practical nature is the 
issuc of a “ First Book, a series ofiessons such 
as those in an ordinary primer. Of these, An- 
000 copies have been sold, showing that there is 
a deep-lelt interest in the matter. 

An iniluential journal among the Irish peo- 
ple, the /riskman, in au exhaustive article on 
this subject, takes this hopeiul view of the pros- 
pects ol the movement: We trust the society 
will be equally successiul in its further opera- 
tions, and that, as now, its work will result in 
bringing Lrishmen ol all creeds and classes into 
harmonous co-operation tor the advantage of 
their native land. They are drawing, and being 
drawn together, daily, with mereasing force, 
impelled by that subtle attraction ot patriotic 
fecling which the Almighty God planted in the 
hearts of men to distiuguish them from the 
droves of the field, ama. which all the powers of 
evil combined may for awhile obscure, but nev- 
er utteriy destroy. T ion of the old band 
was Heaven-sent; Irelund shall again be the 
land of books, of learning, of, hospitality, af 
honor, and of treedom,’? 

A difference of opinion exists as to the writ- 
ten Irish, some claimipg that it is the oldest 
written language in the world, without aay very 
ciear lea of the-antiquity of Chinese writings, 
the cuneiform charactess of Mesopotamia.or tue 
hicrogivphics on the Egyptian pyramids. But 
there are good grounds ior the belief that a lit- 
erary tongue and written alphabet were pos- 
sessed in ireland nearly a thousand vears before 
Jute and Saxon eaine to Britain, aud there bor- 
rowed an alphabet from Rome. The year 900, 
B. C., is assigned by Guelic scholars to the com- 
pilation of the Psalter of Tara, one of the earli- 
est and best know» works in the language; and 
it is clear, from late researches, that other im- 
portant literature bad been produced in Ire- 
laud prior to the English conquest. The writ-

According to an Irish text book. these all 
represent the names of trees. Some Irish writ- 
ers profess to regard h as not a letter, but a 
mers aspirate, to be expressed by the dot (0). or 
digraph, placed over the aspirabié consonants. 
Every cousouaut is said to have a broad or slev- 
der sound. according to the nature of the vowel 
which precedes or follows it, and no consonant 
is written double in any situation except |, u, 
and u. In appearance the printed Irish lan- 
guage closely resembies the Hebrew, and in 
pronunciation itis not unlike the Welsh. Re- 
ferriug to its derivation, an editorial in a New 
York journal says it is as distinct from the Eu- 
glist as Greck, and is one of two languages (eac 
broken into several dialects)spoken by the Kelt- 
je racc—the Kymrie, uscd in the west of Brit- 
tany, in Cornwall, and in Wales, and the Gaelic. 
employed by the Scottish Highlanders, by the 
Manxmen, and in Ireland. Its pronunciation 
cannot be correctly acquired from the printed 
literature. Such a course of stud would result 
in a style of pronunciation as fatally intelligible 
as boarding-school French is to a Parisian. 

The “Society for the Preservation of the Irish 
Language“ has met with earnest co-operation 
1rom the Irish citizens im this country, and 
The First Irish Book,” prepared under its 
auspices, has had a wide circulation. It is a 
pamphiet of fifty pages, printed in New York, 
and the first of a series in course of preparation 
by the best Irish scholar, . This series will be so 
graduated that the abstruse and diflicult varts 
Ol the grammar shail not be treated of until the 
learner is preoareu to grapple with them. The 
first gives mereiy the alphabet, aud explains the 
respective powers ot the vowels and consonants, 
with short seutences for reading lessons, and a 
vocabulary of 400 or 509 words that are in daily 
use among Trisi-speaking people. 

The efforts of the society will be towartls 
building up a current Irish literature. In New 
York the matter bas already progressed so fa- 
vorably that the /rish-American has precured a 
font of Irish type, and in cach issue prints selee- 
tions from the text-books and communications 
in the language from experienced scholars, a 
recent issue containing two, written respectively 
by David O'Keefe of New York and P. J. O Daly 
of Boston. The New York brauch seciety has 
established a school jn the Bowery for free in 
struction, and is taking steps to aid Irishmen 
desiring to form societies throughout the coun- 
try, Tac socety also announces that it is pre- 
paring to form an Irish library, and to that end 
requests contributions of Gaelic manuscripts or 
prints of Works from. the hundreds of persons in 
thts country who areiknown to possess them, 
the for:ner.to be copied for the use of the . 
brary, and, if of especial importance, to be 
printed, Irish schools have been established in 
Boston, Liarford, Jersey City, Elmura, Hoboken, 
und other places, an communications to the 
journals interested in the subject prove con- 
clusively that the movement ts spreading with 
great rapidity throughout the land.

condition of anarchy and chaos. This delete 
informed your correspondent that a majority of 
the white people of North Alabama had really 
sympathized with the Union cause during the 
late War, and would no doubt have acted with 
the Republican party in Alabama but for the 
violent methods enforced by the Democratic 
leaders to solidify the white peop of that State 
against the Republican party. 
one of the principal methods to which the Ring

party; that they uttered its sentiments, and if 
the party succeeded it would proceed to enforce 
and establish these sentiments as the dominant 
political ideas of the State. This scheme to 

FRIGHTEN THE WHITE PEOPLE 
and arouse their fears and passions was secretly 
concocted by the Democratic Ring of old Seces- 
sion Chieftains at Montgomery, and was, there- 
fore, totally unknown to the people, the latter 
believing that the negro speakers actually rep- 
resented Republican sentiment. When it be- 
came known throughout the Commonwealth

SERIOUS CHANGES IN THE DEMOCRATIC CALCU- 
LATIONS FOR 1880. 
Already, in this State, taere is either an Inde- 
pendent-Democratic or a Workingmen’s candi- 
date in every Congressional District, with the 
indications favorabie to the latter in five of the 
eight districts. It is the purpose of this new 
party toengage the Government in building 
railroads and other internal improvements, and 
to flood the country with paper currency. So 
far as the best interests af the country are con- 
cerned, there is no difference between the geuu- 
ine old Ring Democracy and this “ Working- 
men's party“ in this section.

The formation of a regular State organization 
by the Convention, which adjourned yesterday, 
nas produced a state of alarm among the Bour- 
bon Secession Caiefs, that plainly tells their de- 
feat in November. They sent emissaries bere 
secretiy to watch the proceedings of the Con- 
vention, and if they saw anything like strength 
in the movement to propose a compromise, or 
seek to purchase the prime spirits with either 
money or office. The Convention resolved to 
organize at once in every county of the State; 
to appoint a State Executive Committee, and to 
establish newspaper organs at ali the important 
points in the State. When the Bourbon Ring 
emissaries saw this, they endeavored to carry 
out their instructions, but met with such coid 
receptions that they hastened away to report to 
tneir chiefs at Montgomery. The principal and 
most important act of the Convention was the 
resolution to oppose everywhere all nominees 
of the so-called Democratic and Conservative 
party.

ble day. To-day, therefore, there exists in Ala-

and both of them are seeking to secure the col- 
ored: voters. The new party has already pub 
licly proclaimed to the Republicans that, if the 
latter will support their candidates, they will 
see that each colored voter shal! have a chance, 
unmolested, to cast his ballot, and that there 
shall be an honest and fair count of the votes 
polled. On the other hand, the old Bourbon 
Democratic Ring declares to the colored 
voters that it was tue principal leaders of the 
new party who advocated Ku-Kluxism and the 
viclence towards colored yoters.

buttonholing them, and even taking them into 
saloons and drinking to their health. Tbe much- 
abused negro does not fathom this radical 
change from hostilit v to affection; and he hears 
botn sides with a patience which deserves to be 
recorded as without a parallel in the history of 
American politics. it is but a short while since 
witite Repubiicans were aspracised, abused, out- 
raged, and even murdered tor conversing in 
friendly manver upon the streets with colored 
voters; and the very men wuo six 
months ago would have advocated os- 
tracising a white Republican for talking 
palitics on the streets with colored men are to- 
day, on every street corges, engaged in discuss-

It is an everyday scene pow, and if the new 
movement accomolishes nothing else it will 
deserve some credit for having made the colored 
voters an important feature in Southern pdl- 
itics, and secured to him his rights of sullrage 
witbout firing a gun. 
THE REPUBLICANS OF ALABAMA 
are not asicep. The good people of the North 
who have sympathized with ther in their many 
years of trial and suffering here need not fear 
that they will fail to tase advantage of the new 
condition of things. The Reoudlicans have 
been toro aud divided by internal quarrels, by 
the ambition of unworthy men, and by the 
treachery of those whom they elevated to power 
and trust. But most of the unworthy have 
gone into the Democratic party, where 
they came from and where they belong. When 
the party rises in its new habiliments it will be 
worthy of public confidence, and will deserve 
the success that once crowned its efforts, and 
nien invites it onward aud upward.

He was honestiy elected to the Forty- 
fifth Congress, but Tommy“ Patterson—not 
by the grace of God or the electors of Colo- 
rado, but by the of a Confederate Con- 
gress—was allowed a seat in that body,—I 
would say honorable body, but itis too serious 
a subject lor sarcasm. Judge Beltord isa man 
of personal popularity, eminent ability, and 
sound financial doctrines; so that it was but 
fair that he should be renominated, and 
he was with enthusiastic unanimity, The 
great unwashed, clinging to their financial prod- 
igy, Paterson, nominated bim; and tuen the 
trouble began by assuming the form of a joint 
discussion, which will continue six nights in the 
week up toOct.1. These joint discussions create 
great public interest, and the present Congres- 
sional fight probably awakens more interest than 
did the Presidential contest in 1876. I cannot 
venture to predict how it will result, but in- 
dulge in considerable hope that the next Con- 
gressman from the Centennial State will be for 
honest money and against Rebel claims, and 
one that has little sympathy with ridiculous

William A. H. Loveland is the Democratic 
nominee, and, I say it without reserve, he is an 
honor and a credit to any party or any com- 
munity.

These things I write 
because they are just; and I have as much cou- 
tempt for the man who is too much of a 
political bigot to admit of vyirtue in 
the opposition as 1 have tor the 
sniveling journalist who tries to make 
capital by misrepresentation. Wulle I must ex- 
press my admiration for Mr. Loveland as a 
man,—and I know him only as a public man,— 
there are some things which I can criticise ad- 
versely; and the first is bis connection with the 
Kocky-Mountain News. The News, up to Love- 
land’s nomination, was a Republican paper. 
After he was nominated, be conciuded, prub- 
abiv with a good deal of Bourbonic advice, that 
he needed a personal organ. The Vews was 
bought, and a corps of mud-daubers from Kan- 
sas City, Mo., imported to conduct it. And 
they do conduct it in a manner which does not 
reflect credit upon themselves, or argue very 
tloquently for the good taste of Mr. Lovciand. 
The Vews labors not for the watery principles 
of the Democracy, but solely for the sole pro- 
prietor; and its manner of working is to abuse 
the candidate for Governor on the Republican 
ticket.

Pit- 
kin should be elected because be is a Republic- 
an; because he is an honest-money man; be- 
cause, for the good opinion of the country, Col- 
orado should have a Republican Governor; and 
because an honest, capable man, elected on a 
sensible platform, is better than a giant sup- 
ported by Democratic imbecilitv and standing

On of the most original, and 
at the same time simple, methods for making 
greenbacks as good as gold emanated ſrom the 
inner consciousness of one who verily believed 
it was the true theory, and this is 
what it was: * All that Congress 
had to do in 1505, at the ciose of the War. was 
to pass an act declaring that yreenbacks should 
float equal to gold. That was all that was nec- 
essary to make them as good as gold.“ Talk 
ubout Edison and his inveotions! They are 
nothing compared to modern tivanciers. They 
could make paper worth 40 cents on the dollar 
worth 100 by act of Congress,—aud by ditto, 
to-day they tell us, they can establish better 
money than gold; but there are some old fogies 
tuat will not believg it, and one oi them is

“BRICK POMEROY AT THE ONARGA PAIR, 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

ONARGA, III., Sept. 9.—According to appoint- 
ment, Mr. Pomeroy addressed the people on the 
Fair-Grounds at Onarga on Friday, Sept. 6. Ine 
speaker commenced his long and pointless ad- 
dress by announcing that when he arrived in 
town be bad no idea what was to be the subject 
on which he should speak. He also informed 
us that be found the Reception Committee 
quite too modest to suggest a topic for discus- 
sion. Finding himself in this dire dilemma, he 
modestly aynounced that he was ready and 
competent to speak on anv one of a great vari- 
ety of subjects; and, having incidentally drop- 
ped the profound 9 Original idea that 
farmers are the producers of all the 
wealth of the world, he of course 
finally settled down upon the currency question, 
He told us some irrelevant things about codiishn, 
codfish aristocracy, and codfish money, tobacco 
mouey, the Colosial bullet money of the fa- 
thers, etc., from all of which the bearers were 
carefully and ingeniously left to infer that mon- 
ey may be made of almost anything, and that it 
is of little consequence what taat thing may be. 

According to this profound and veracious his- 
torian, the id a of coining money out of the 
precious metals was of quite recent date, it hav- 
ing originated some two or three hundred years 
ago in the prolific braiu of a Bohemian Count, who 
was bf course a tyrant, and who was the owner 
of asiiver-mine. Thé coining of silver and the 
making it a le¢al-teader in bis petty dominions 
were mere tricks of thus obscure Count to make 
a market for the products of bis mine. The 
idea took with ocher tyrants throughout Europe, 
and they all feil to colum money, and compel- 
ling theif helpless subjects to receive it as a le- 
gal-tender. ‘This accouat of the origin and his- 
tory of the art of coining money, with the pecu- 
liar coloring thrown over the subject by the 
speaker, was all new and strikingiy original. 
The total ignoring of some thousands ot years’ 
of authentic history of coarse greatly simpii- 
fied the subject. 

The flippant talker now proceeded to tel? us 
what he regarded as the great mistake of the 
Fathers of the Republic in their management 
of the finances of the country during tue Revo- 
lutionary struggle. In the estimation of tuts 
great foancier u was a fundamental mistake in 


the policy of the Fataers that they did not man- 1

should « have been avoided.  ° That 
great mistake of the Fathers cost us tiftyv 4 
of hard work to get out of the bondage of debts 
that should have never been contracted, es- 
pecially while the Continentai Congress bad 
ample powers to create at will all the money 
that was wanted to carry us through the Revo- 
lationary conflict. 

The ready and fluent talker of course totally 
iguored all the well-known facts of Colonial 
history. He was apparentiy entirely iguorant 
of the fact that the thirteen States during the 
War of independence issued some 200,000,000 
of paper money, and that the Conti- 
nental Congress issued about 250,000,000 of 
paper Continental money, nearly ali of which 
450,000,000 remain unpaid to this day. 
The paper money of the Colonies and of the 
infant Kepublic became a by-word and a hissing 
throughout the world. It reduced the people 
to a pitiable condition of utter bankruptcy and 
ruin, and placed a stigma upon Republican in- 
stitutions that a century of growth and wonder- 
ful prosperity has scarcely wiped out. 

A more complete demonstration of the utter 
fallacy of all the speaker’s reasoning about the 
efliciency of unlimited issues of paper money 
could not weil be found in all history than is at- 
forded in the financial history of our Revolu- 
tionary War. . 

The elib and ready talker, as a matter of 
course, finally came out tothe conciusion that 
the money that was good enough for the ty- 
rants at Washington to pay olf the soldiers with 
is good enough to pay bondholders with and to 
pay our debts with. The Government at Wasn- 
ington has ample powers to create out of paper 
or any other material ali the money we want to 
enable us to meet all obligatious. It is tyrants 
and money-changers alone that are interested 
in making goid and silver the legai money 
standard of the world. The people who have 
not learned to make their money out of any 
commodity that may suit their convenience are 
simply foois, and are entirely behind the times. 

This kind of silly aud suggestive talk was 
interspersed from time to time with efforts at 
vulgar wit, and with disgusting displays of vui- 
gar manners. When it is added that the speak- 
er sought to vary the monotony of the occasion 
by giving us various and sundry items in the 
personal history of his worthiess life, the reader 
will perhaps be able to form some little idea of 
the performance of this fiat oracle. 

We have ali heard of the orator who depended 
entirely upon his fancy for bis arguments, and 
upon his imagination for his facts. Mr. Pomeroy 
bas tnis happy faculty in an eminent degree. 
He evidently bas no idea of any such thing as a 
principle, or of any connection between facts 
and princivies. He has a perfect dysentery of 
words without sense. His mind is evidently 
slightly stored with a few half and quarter 
truths, while it abounds in ali manner of lics 
and sophistries and perversions of fact and truth 
in which demagogues do most delight and re- 
joice. 

Being no philosopher, no reasoner, he makes 
no strong or definite points, he comes to vo 
clear or definite conclusions, he produces no 
conviction, kindles no enthusiasm, and fires 
neither the heads nor the hears of his hearers. 

In his effort at Onarga he not only made 
heavy drafts upon his fancy for his arguments, 
and upon his imagination for his facts, but with 
unblushing assurance he presumed upon the 
unsophisticated rural and Granger simplicity 
and credulity of his hearers to an extent that 
should have then and there provoked from them 
a loud, prompt, and stinging rebuke. 

It is periectiy marvelous and quite past 
comprehension how any man making any pre- 
tensioi to common honesty, common sense, or 
even common decency, cau have the assurance, 
not to sav impudence, to stand up before an as- 
sembly of American citizens of fair average in- 
tegrity and intelligence and advocate the repu- 
diation of all private aad ali national obiiga- 
tious under the garb and disguise of issuing an 
unlimited quantity of irregeemable paper 
money.

IOWA 
THE INHARMONIOUS GREENBACKERS. \ 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Fort Dover, Ia., Sept. 7.—The Greenback 
party of this county held its Convention here 
yesterday for the nomination of candidates for 
county offices. The opinion has hitherto gener- 
ally prevailed thatthe nominees of this Con- 
vention would be elected by the people, and 
hence an unusual interest has been manifested 
in it, andall parts of the county were tuliy 
represented. It was in fact an assembly of 
Greeubackers, truly and correctiy representing, 
in their intelligence, moral character, and social 
standing, the entire Greenback party of the 
Northwest, and, while their proceedings are 
wholly unimportant in eet they indicate 
truly and correctly the Maructer aud condition 
of that party throughout this State.“ 

Tue Convention upon assembliog was at 
once seen to be a commingling of Lrish, Ger- 
mans, Swedes, aud native citizens in neariy 
equal proportions, each nationality having one 
or more candidates for the ollices to be filled, 
and each representea upon the floor by men 
anxious and impatient to display their 8 
mentary ablilities by making motions and loud 
speecnes. 

The proceedings were opened by reading in a 
tragic style the indictment of the Republican 
party, taken from some newspaper. Oppression 
and corruption was condemned, and the true 
doctrine of Civil Service enunciated in the prin- 
ciple that “‘ office should seek me man,“ etc. 

The Committee on Credentials met with 
some difliculty in settling the claims of rival 
delegations irom each of several townships, the 
rival delegations being respectively partisans of 
rival candidates. and they remained in an outer 
room, besieged by the contestants, for nearly 
two hours. Meanwhile the Convention became 
very impatient, and an oid gentieman volun- 
teered a speech. His utterances were inaudi- 
ble except to those sitting near him. He had 
not a single intelligent thought, and his senile 
imbecility was painfal to all who respect gray 
hairs. Confusion and disorder increased, and 
the coarse hilarity reached an uproarious climax 
in the comic incoherent harangue of an intoxi- 
cated young miner. 

The Committee on Credentials finally settled 
all delegations except [rom one township, and 
these in despair they referred to the Conven- 
tion. “Immediately 1 was made to cast 
both delegations overboard, and this was a sig- 
pai for disorder worse than pandemonium. 
Members and partisan spectators all left their 
seats. Some crowded around the Chairman, 
others rushed hither and tbither, while irre- 
pressible young candidates mounted the seats 
and loudly and violently harangued the surging 
crowd upon the rights of the respective delegu- 
tions. Officious spectators, with angry and 
commanding presence, strutted around, bawl- 
ing to the crowd to benave themselves like men 
aud take their seats; balf-drunken men fought 
each other, and were led out by the Sheriff; and 
occasionally the chatter of the impotent old 
Chairman was heard adding to the confusion. 
During this time we presume the ohe was 
seeking a man. 

No community was eyer more justly and 
thoroughly disgusted with a political conven- 
tion. Probably no political convention was ever 
more iucapable of appreciating its own disgrace. 
A vety few sensſbie men were members of the 
Convention. They were there not because 
they sympathized with the doctrines of the 
party, but because they believed it the domi- 
nant party in this county, and wished to help a 
friend to office through it. They leit the Con- 
vention ashamed and disgusted, and all 
tuougntful men now recognize this truth, 
—that the Greenback party proper is 
a discordant, incongruous association of 
men, all of them ignorant of the 
first principles of partv goverament, national 
government, or social science; the few, honest 
in their beliefs and honestly wishing to carry out 
their notions of reform; the wanv, seif-conceit- 
ed, ignorant, improvident, and turbulent; the 
whole, controlicd and influenced for selfish pur- 
poses by ambitious office-seekers. 

Such is the Greepback party of Iowa, and it is 
gratiiving to note neq resuit of this Convention 
tuat as the true character of the party becomes 
known its strength as a party declines.
